RAWSONMAKES ANSWER. 


A VOLUMINOUS REPLY TO THE BILL 
OF MRS, RAWSON. 


He Speaks of Her as the Possessor of a 
“Phenomenally Awful, Devilish, and 
Wicked Temper and Character, and 
Alleges that She Was Addicted to 
* Bursts of Blasphemy and Obscenity” 
That Were “Detrimental to His General 
Health“ — The Day's Proceedings. 

The answer of Stephen W. Rawson, the 
President of the Union Trust Company, to 
the bill for separate maintenance of bis wife, 
Meckie L. Rawson, was filed iate yesterday 
afternoon in the Superior Court, while testi- 
mony in the case was being taken before 
Master in Chancery P. L. Sherman. The an- 
swer is & voluminous document, curiously 
worded, in its character is fully on a par 
with the developments already put before 
the public in the shape of open warfare at 
the home of the mismated couple, the public 
correspondence between them since the sep- 
aration and the testimony now being given 
before the Master. A summary of the an- 
swer is as follows: 

The defendant first recites that he was mar- 
ried to the complainant March 1, 1886, and 
that they lived together as man and wife until 
June 23. Had paid her attentions and made 
calls for seven months previous to 
their marriage, but not for two years and a 
balf, as alleged lu the bill, previous calls hav- 
ing been few and on business matters, at her 
express request. March 20 the compiainant 
was instalied as his wife at No. 496 West Mon- 
roe street. He had not disregarded bis mar- 
riage duties or deserted plaintif! without 
cause. He dia leave her at the time named, 
but had ample reason for so doing, ana he had 
not lived with ber since. Their separation 
was not due to any fault of his, but was en- 
tirely due to fault of hers. While he cannot 
deny that men. may consider him worth $1,000,- 
000, he expiicitly denies that he is worth any 
such sum as alleged. 

The defendant then avers that 


His entire married life with complainant, and 
embracing nearly every day thereof, was a terri- 
ble and continual drama of domestic calamity 
and wretchedness, whose sole cause wus com- 
plainant’s phenomenally awful, devilish. and 
wicked temper and character. He has endured 
more misery on account of their alliance than 
was endured in all the rest of his life, and, while 
complainaut has frequently known that, she has 
never expressed one word of sympathy in his be- 
half. He has tried beyond reasonable and safe 
limits of forbearance to live with complainant, 
and only left her when forbearance and safety 
were further impossible. 

He left complainant because she was an en- 
tirely unsafe and unfit person for him or any 
other husband to live with. She was addicted to 
fits of most furious anger and unreasonable rage 
and fury, during which she acted in a most out- 
rageous manner. She was addicted to the habits 
of profanity and blasphemy, which are deeply 
ingrained in her nature and phenomena! in their 
violence and depravity. She is well advanced in 
years and gives not the least promise, nor has 
she ever shown any sign. of reform. While she 
concealed these habits from the public, yet she 
indulges them almost daily when in private with 
him. She concealed the awful habit from him 
until after their marriage, when to his horror 
and dismay he made the discovery. She con- 
tinued these habits of blasphemy and profanity 
with increasing violence during the entire time 
of their living together, and all the remonstrance 
and pleadings which he used to induce her to 
change her course nad no impression on her at 
all. These habits are 2 obnoxious to 
him, in that neither he nor son indulge in pro- 
fanity or blasphemy in the slightest degree, and 
can neither of them tolerate it even when prac- 
ticed by men. She also made use of the most 
filthy and obscene language, and frequent pro- 
tests by him failed to convince her of its impro- 
priety. He himself is chaste in his language and 
cannot endure obscenity when practiced by a 
man, much less by a woman. The use of such 
profanity, obscenity, and blasphemy in the pri- 
vacy of his home was seriously detrimental to 
his general health, as well as shocking to his 
feelings and his nervous system. 

The complainant frequently asserted to the 
servants that he had no rights whatever in the 
management of their home and was accustomed 
to make contemptuous and even slanderous re- 
marks and statements about him and their serv- 
ants and neighbors and paid no attention to his 
desires about home affairs. 

On one occasion complainant used physical 
violence and struck him without the slightest 
cause. She averred to him that she would poison 
any man whom she had trouble with, ana for the 

urpose of terrifying him and causing alarm in 

is household she made a pretense of poisoning 
herself in their home Dy swallowing a dose of 
laudanum, accompanied by the deciaration that 
she had killed herself, in consequence of which 
he, being thoroughly alarmed, summoned two 
physicians and took the most energetic meas- 
ures which tender solicitude for her could in- 
duce to counteract what he supposed was dead- 
ly poison and to save her life. By reason of such 
incidents he and his son were afraid that she 
would poison them and kept watch severally 
during the last days of their stay at their home 
that such a result should not occur. 

Her ill-behavior and practices were so repre- 
hensible, persistent, and well defined as to ac- 
quire forher an unenviable notoriety. While 
she was a clerk in the Patent-Office at Washing- 
ton she was so frequently in trouble by reason of 
her depravity of temper and behavior as to be- 
come notofious and utterly disagreeabie there, 
and her unpleasant notoriety which she created 
extended in some cases to sensational articles in 
the public newspaper pressof the country. In 
one instance, while she was living with Charles 
G. Lee as his wife, Lee fired several pistol shots 
into a railway-car where she was, either at her or 
at some man of whom Lee was then jealous. This 
incident was not only narrated in the daily press, 
but was also portrayed in the columns of the Aa- 
tional Police Gazette in vivid pictorial representa- 
tion. Upon another occasion she was arrested in 
New York City and arraigned in the Dagan court 
ch with disorderly conduct, and upon trial 
was placed under $300 bonds to keep the ace, 
she giving a restaurant-keeper as security for 
g behavior. 


[Here is introduced a sworn copy of the 
complaint, warrant, and judgment in the case, 
ana a copy of an article in the New York Times 
of Oct. 22, 1882, purporting to give an account 
ot the affair. | 


She took no cate of their home and repelled 
servants so that he was compelled to get many 
of his meais away from home. She spent most 
of her time lying in bed mornings and going out 
afternoons for purposes unknown to him, and 
she wiljfully and purposely repelled all of their 
neighbors and his friends. 

e endured all these things long after forbear- 
ance ceased to be a virtue, and was finally forced 
to the belief that his own health, personal safety, 
and self-respect, as well as that of his son, de- 
manded that he should sever his connection with 
her, whereupon he left because of these things, 
and not because she had driven off his servants, 
as charged. 

Afurther reason of bis refusing to live 
longer witb bis wife was that May 12. 1886. she 
informed him that her sister, Mrs. Dawson of 
St. Louis, was very ill. He thereupon pur- 
chased a ticket and an entire section in a sleep- 
ing-car in order that she might be comfortable 
on ber sad journey. She started at 9 o'clock 
p. m., May 14, and returned Muy 21, and after 
ber return informed bim that she bad 
*fooled”’ him, and that ber sister was not ill. He 
is jaformed and believes that the sister was 
not sick and did not expect the complainant, 
and that while the complainant was sent on 
the trip sbe committed aduitery th some 
man whose name is unknownto bim. He also 
believes that she bad arranged to commit 
adultery before she left, and made the trip in 
order to !ull suspicion. 

Before marriage the complainant represent- 
ed that sue was the widow of Charies G. Lee; 
that her two children were the children of Lee: 
that Lee bad left ber comfortably off in prop- 
erty; that they had lived in Washington be- 
cause of the climate instead of in New Orleans, 
where sbe was born and raised; and that she 
never corrected these statements. These 
representations were all of them false and 
fraudulent and made in order to get bim to 
marry ber, and be did not find out their falsity 
until after his separation from her. 

He avers that her waiden name was America 
Lucretia Smith; that April 3, 1866, by the Rev. 
J. W. Backwith, rector of Trinity Oburch, New 
Orleans, she was married to one John Siay- 
maker, who is still alive and residing at Arka- 
deiphia, Ark. The complainant alleges, as he 
that she was legally divorced

Mareb 28, 1876, from Slaymaker in 
New Orleans, the cause beimg drunk-

Tue money market was strong and the de- 
mand good. Sterling bills were in moderate 
supply and firm.

THE GREAT STRIKE OFF. 
The strike at the Stock-Yards is now de- 


clared off, and the men are ordered back to 
work by a dispatch from Mr. Powderly which 
reached this city Wednesday, but was sup- 
pressed by Barry. This result, which has 
been so tardy in coming, could hardly 
have been otherwise, as Mr. Powderly 
has over and over again expressed his 
conviction that the time is not yet ripe for the 
adoption of the eight-hour system, and that 
to try to adopt it in one city and not in an- 
other is foolishness, The delay has prob 
ably been occasioned by his anxiety to know 
the reasons why the hands were ordered out 
by Butler and the local assembly leaders, 
and, having ascertained it, he determined 
that there were not sufficient reasons for 
Master Workman” Butler’s (Health Officer 
of the Town of Lake) rash and impolitic 
course. The men, such of them as can get 
back to their benches, will now go to work 
on the ten-hour plan. The houses will have 
both union and non-union men; but undoubt- 
edly this will 1 adjust itself, as it 
did during the previous strike. 

The butchers of Packingtown have now to 
ask themselves what they have gaired by 
following the rash, brainless orders of their 
Martin Irons. Many of them have lost their 
places for good. All of them have lost an- 
other two weeks’ wages on the eve of winter, 
amounting to tens of thousands of dollars. 
Some of them have got into trouble by vio- 
lent and unlawful conduct, and much need- 
less misery and suffering have been imposed 
upon their families; and now, after twice 
trying to dictate to the packers how business 
shall be conducted at the yards, they have 
sacrificed a month’s wages and are obliged to 
return to work, if they can get it, upon their 
old conditions. They are probably convinced 
by the hard lessons of experience that their 
employers cannot stand the loss of one-fifth 
of a day’s time on their plant and machinery, 
and that eight hours’ labor cannot compete 
with ten hours’ labor elsewhere. If they 
have also learned the real character of some 
of their leaders and how dangerous it is to 
follow blindly the advice of political dema- 
gogs seeking their own selfish ends, their 
experience, hard as it has been, will not have 
been altogether in vain. 

The order sent by General Master Work- 
man Powderly is acrushing rebuke to But- 
ler, who is alone responsible for the losses 
and trouble which have been entailed upon 
the men, and it is not without some point as 
applied to Barry, whose skirts are not alto- 
gether clear in this affair. If the members 
of the Butchers’ Assembly are wise they will 
end the power of Butler and his future ca- 
pacity for mischief, The conservative mem- 
bers of the assembly who have so stoutly an- 
tagonized Butler should now be reinforced 
by the others, and they should not rest until 
the Martin Irons” of the Stock-Yards is 
stripped of any further control of the assem- 
bly upon which he has precipitated so much 
trouble. 


AMEND THE NEW ELECTION LAW. 

Some days ago Tur Tripune directed at- 
tention to certain defects of the new Election 
law which have become apparent through 
its workings in two contests and suggested 
certain amendments for its improvement 
which would have the effect of making it 
equally thorough and more acceptable with 
the voters. The suggested amendments 
would provide (1) for bringing the day of 
registration cl oser to the day of election than 
three weeks; (2) for greater facilities for the 
transfer of voters’ names from one poll-list 
to another in case of a change of residence: 
(3) for a moderate enlargement of the pre- 
cincts, as they are uselesly small at present; 
(4) for a day of registration for the June 
judicial elections; (5) for the preservation of 
the tickets for six months, as in all the rest 
of the State; (6) for the extension of the 
hours of polling one hour, or to 5 o'clock 
p. m. 

Tue Tribune stands by those recommen- 
dations, each and all. They were made in 
the interest of a full and free registration 
and a large and honest vote. They would do 
away with many obstacles that now prevent 
the registration of thousands of citizens, 
and would greatly reduce the cost of 
elections. It was urged in a previous 
article that there should de more 
than one day of registration, and that the 
last day should be brought as close to elec 
tion as would be consistent with opportunity 
fora thorough scrutiny and printing of the 
lists. The Saturday and Monday ten and 
eight days before election were suggested in 
the interest of the very large number of per- 
sons whose homes are in Chicago, but who, 
on account of the nature of their busmess 
as in the case of railroad-men, traveling-men, 
engineers, contractors, etc.—spend most of 
their time out of the city, returning Saturday 
evening usually and going away Monday 
morning. It was urged in the interest of

such a transfer should not be made up to 
the day before election, it only precau- 
tion be taken to indicate the time of 
transfer in the poll-list transferred from and 
in the poli-list transferred to, and the voter 
shall produce satisfactory proof by citizen 
householders of a change of residence. These 
amendments were advocated in order that 
every citizen should have the amplest facilities 
for exercising the privilege of the franchise, 
and that no citizen should be vexatiously 
denied the right to vote. 

The experience of other States proves very 
clearly that the changes could be made with- 
out jeopardizing the fairness and honesty of 
the vote and the count. The New York 
State law, on which the main provisions of 
our pew law are modeled, provides for four 
days of registration, and only ten days inter- 
vene between the last registration day and 
the day of election. The Ohio law 
provides for four days of  registra- 


tion also, the last days being the Friday and 


Saturday of the second week before election. 
In Iowa the last day of registration is the 
Wednesday before election, being only six 
days. 

Now here are the examples of three of the 
leading States practically sustaining the posi- 
tion taken by Tue Trispune in this matter. 
There is no complaint made in either State 
that the ten days that elapse between regis- 
tration and election-day do not permit of a 
thorough and rigid scrutiny. 

A moderate enlargement of the precincts 
was advocated in the interest of economy. 
The experiences of last election-day fully jus- 
tify the position taken in reference to this 
matter. In no instance were there more 
than 400 votes cast in any precinct. In 92 
precincts over 300, but under 400 (mostly 
under 350), were cast. In 58 cases the num- 
ber of votes cast was under 250 and over 200. 
And in .167 precinets the number cast was 
less than 200. Thus in nearly half the city 
precincts the vote cast averaged less than 
200. As there is little or no challenging, 
no patent affidavits, no cross-examination 
of a voter, and no delay in casting 
votes, any ordinary set of even slow judges 
and clerks can easily take in 600 votes a day 
and not hurry themselves in the least. If 
the time of the polling is extended one hour 
there is no reason why the maximum vote 
for each precinct ought not to be made 550, 
which would only yield 400 to 450 votes at 
most. This would cut down the expenses of 
elections about 33 per cent. The only criti- 
cism on the position taken by Tue TRIBUNE 
on this matter comes in the form of a mousish 
squeak from a penny paper which considers 
itself in duty bound to play at opposing Tus 
TRIBUNE in everything. No attention, how- 
ever, is paid to the little squeaking of this 
puerile, petulant print. 

The changes referred to in the law ought 
to be made by the Legislature at its next ses- 
sion. As Judge Jameson has pointed out in 
his letter, the Legislature has full power in 
this matter. The amendments are in behalf 
of public convenience as well as of a full, 
fair, and honest vote and count, and also in 
the interest of economy in behalf of the tax- 
payers. If incorporated in the new law 
they will add to its popularity and public 
utility and cause its speedy adoption by a 
hundred of the largest towns in the State. 


CLEVELAND AT HARVARD. 
The célebration of the 250th anniversary 


ot the great New England Harvard College 
will stand hereafter as one of the memorable 
events of the year 1886. Many of the most 
distinguished scholars, thinkers, and writers 
of the day were summoned to Harvard to 
take part in the celebration, and with one 
painful and humiliating exception the utter- 
ances of the speakers were in keeping with 
the occasion. Lowell, Holmes, Eliot, Rob 
inson, and Devens found the hour and the 
scene filled with striking suggestions, and 
they spoke fittingly of Harvard’s rise from 
small beginnings to become the chief seat of 
literary and scientific training on this conti- 
nent, and of the vast influence it had €xerted 
in the intellectual development of America, 
The occasion furnished a noble theme and 
provoked in responsive minds lofty thoughts 
and sentiments appropriate to the hour. The 
program was marred only at one point, and 
it must be a matter of humiliating regret that 
the obese lucubrations of a former Sheriff of 
Erie County standing on the platform at 
Harvard cannot be expunged from the record 
of the day’s proceedings. 

The authorities of Harvard appropriately 
made the President of the United States the 
guest of the day, and it is for the people to 
lament that they could not send a more dig- 
nified and creditable representative. Had 
the response been made by a Garfield or a 
Blaine it would have touched National pride 
and provoked admiration throughout 
the land. Blaine or Garfield, / standing 
withing a stone’s throw of the graves 
of Sumner and Agassiz, would have 
recalled the long list of. Harvard’s Illus- 
trious sons and dwelt on the value of their 
lives, emphasizing and acknowledging the 
vast debt the Nation owes to its great Na- 
tional university. In the event supposed it 
is easy to believe that the address of the 
Nation’s chief at Harvard might have been 
not unworthy to rank with Lincoln’s classic 
utterance at Gettysburg. Grover Cleveland 
is not a Lincoln, nor a Blaine, nor a Garfield, 
but it would seem that on such an occasion 
as the Harvard celebration he might have 
spoken with ordinary dignity and propriety, 
instead of whining over his injured toes and 
repeating his wornout diatribe against the 
newspapers. Let after listening to Holmes 
and Lowell the thought uppermost in 
Mr. Cleveland’s mind was the silly, 
mean, and cowardly lies printed 
about himself and the ‘‘ ghoulish glee” with 
which the newspapers ‘*‘ desecrate every sa- 
cred relation of private life,” and he took 
the platform at Harvard to revile the 
** ghoulish ” Washington reporters who had 
furnished information about. the various ad- 
ventures of his dog Hector, the squabble be- 
tween two gift pups in the East Room, and 
the remark made by the President to an infant 
held up for his admiration, together with 
other chatter equally harmless and amusing. 
Only a sense of chagrin could have enabled 


the President's auditors at Harvard to keep 


their faces straight when he began reviling 
the press for ghoulish desecration of his 
private life.” Cleveland’s sore-toed whine 
over his ridiculous grievances would have 
been in wretched taste at any time or 
place, but it almost staggers belief 
that a President of the United States could 
travel to Boston to make such a display of 
silly egotism and disgusting drivel at the 
august Harvard celebration. The entire 
speech, which only lasted five minutes in the 
delivery, was puerile, vapid, and beneath 
contempt for such an occasion. There was 
not an approach to a clever thought in it; 
not a redeeming sentence nor phrase did it 
contain. A million of the men who voted 


by the same man who two years ago com- 
posed the epistle to Mrs. Beecher, and the 
campaign letter declining the present of a 
dog, and the letter to the cartoonist, Kepler. 
Mr. Cleveland’s unequal writings show that 
he sometimes enlists the aid of abler pens. 
Why didn’t he follow this course in prepar- 
ing for Harvard? Why did he not call in 
the assistance of Lamont, Lamar, or Bayard, 
or his sister Rose? If he had appealed to 
any one of the derided Washington corre- 
spondents for assistance he might have read 
at Harvard an appropriate, dignified, and 
even brilliant address. Scorning such aid at 
a time when it was sorely needed, and trust- 
ing to the inspirations of egotism and the 
powers of a weak mind, Mr. Cleveland be- 
lieved himself equal to the occasion at 
Harvard and so shamed himself and the 
country by a deliverance that belongs on the 
same plane with the dog letter, and the 
epistle to Mrs. Beecher, and the slush to 
Puck. In Europe a competent person is 
employed to write speeches for a fat-witted 
King, but in this country, where an individ- 
ual of obese intellect and dull senses may 
suddenly rise from the office of a County 
Sheriff to the Presidency of the great Repub- 
lic, there is little to prevent an unseemly 
display when he finds himself the guest of 
the day among scholars, scientists, and 
savants at an important and imposing cele- 
bration, 


A THRONE GOING BEGGING. 
It is not surprising that the young Prince 


Waldemar, acting upon the advice of his fa- 
ther, has sent his regrets to the Sobranje and 
pleaded previous engagements as sufllelent 
reason why he should not-occupy the throne of 
all the Bulgars. In reality there are no good 
reasons why any of the European Princes 
out of a job—and there are a good many of 
them—should aspire to undertake to filla 
throne which may be tipped over any mo- 
ment without even the courtesy of notifying 
the occupant. There is nothing the Sobranje 
can offer which looks like fair compensation, 
much less like a steady job. 

There was certainly no inducement for 


Prince Waldemar to step into Alexander's 
vacant place. He is not big enough or plucky | 


enough to doit; but, even if he were, the 
place could have no attractions for him. 
From the point of view of personal honor 
and ambition the throne of Bulgaria could 
not fascinate a young man who is nearly re- 
lated to three or four sovereigns and more 
or less related to all the royalty and nobility 
of Europe. The income of the situation 
would be nothing to a young man who has 
married an immensely rich wife and is not 
obliged to work for a living. o a man 
thus situated the gruesome periences 
of Alexander are sufficient reason why he, 
or his father for him, should decline the 
proffered honor, It is not a good opening in 
business for any young man. The position 
which Russia has taken that the Sobranje 
has no authority, as it was not legally elected, 
is a sufflelent announcement indeed that no 
person not selected by Russia will be tol- 
erated on the throne of Bulgaria, and that 
any one who may have the temerity to do so 
will not have a very agreeable time during 
his brief occupancy. At the same time, if 
the Sobranje were illegally elected itself, it 
is not very clear how it can legally elect any 
candidate whom Russia may suggest, or why 
Prince Nicholas of Mingrelia, who ‘has been 
put forward by Russia, would not be just as 
objectionable on the score of constitutionality 
as Prince Waldemar or any other person, 
Meanwhile the throne goes a-begging, and 
probably will continue to do so until the time 
is ripe for Russia to put a Russian representa- 
tive on the throne who will be supported by 
her with sufficient force to suppress the So- 
branje’s absurd ideas of Bulgarian self-gov- 
ernment. The other Powers will probably sit 
round and watch the big Muscovite bully as 
it stamps out the small Bulgarian boy with- 
out offering to protect him. 


A New York telegram aims at carrying 
consolation to the poor bulls in wheat by assur- 
ing them that the primary movement will soon 
fall off sharply, and there is some reason to 
believe that the visible supply will soon have 
reached perihelion on the under side of 
60,000,000 bushels. Our astronomical editor, 
to whom this was referred, says it ought to 
be called aphelion,“ since that point marks 
the greatest value of the radius vector, which 
is always regarded as a positive quantity in 
mathematical investigations. It does not 
much matter, however, as to the use of 
terms, and one would think that it makes 
little difference whether the visible supply 
increases beyond the stated quantity or not. 
There was so much raised from the last 
crop, and it is being used up slowly but 
surely. The fact that it is being pushed to 
market a little more rapidly than it is want- 
ed for consumption simply changes the sup- 
ply from the position of invisibility to that 
of visibility. The change makes a rather 
large load for capital to carry, but even that 
fact has its compensation in the circumstance 
that the selling of the grain by the farmers 
enables them to pay their debts and make 
other purchases, which otherwise they could 
not do. The displacement of the capital is 
only a temporary matter, and one that ought 
not to be regarded as a grievance. It is only 
fair to remark that the greatest amount of 
grumbling over the situation appears to be 
indulged in by the impecunious ones who 
would not be able to take and pay for a 
5,000 bushel lot if it were selling at half the 
money now asked for it. The fact that the 
Nation and the world have plenty of food in 
sight ought to be cause for thankfulness and 
not for gloom. It is plenty that makes pros- 
perity; and in no one respect are the comfort 
and prosperity of the masses assured more 
by plenty than in the case of a food supply.

The Paint and Putty Job. 

The proposition of the ringster County 
Commissioners to pay for 600,000 square feet 
of puttymg and painting on the Court-House 
at the rate of 30 cents per foot is the most 
brazen, corrupt, and rascally one made by 
those notorious public plunderers, The im- 
munity which they have enjoyed has em- 
boldened the ringsters. They seem to act in 
utter disregard of public opinion. What does 
600,000 square feet of surface mean? It means 
the surface of a wall three-quarters of a mile 
long and 180 feet bigh—about the hight of the 


Court-House—in other words, of an unbro«en | 


wall extending along one side of Madison 
street and taking in crossings from the bridge 
to the lake! It means a wall forty feet bigh 
along any of the down-town cross-streets from 
the lake to Asbland avenne. How the archi- 
tect for the contractors or for the ring- 
sters can find 600,000 feet of surface 
on the outside of the Court House 
walls passes comprehension. The building 
is about 300 feet long and 150 feet deep. This 
means a length of surface of 600 feet (300x150x 
150). The hight of the Court-House is, say, 
130 feet. This would give a superficies of 
78. 000 square feet. The general rule, however. 
is to allow a surface and a half, to make up 
for indentations, ete. This would give 117,000 
square feet at the outside, The cost at this 
rate would have been $35,100, the amount of 
the first estimate of the Commissioners. The 
records of the board show, however, that 
$98,811 has been paid already on this job. 
This is very nearly three prices. It is pro- 
posed to allow about $80,000 more. This will 
be over five prices. That the whole scheme is 
a boodle steal does not admit of a reasonable 
doubt. It is an outrageous swindle on the 
taxpayers. Who are the beneficiaries? The 
nam the Commissioners who voted to pay 
the $05,411 * under a suspension of the rules 
will perhaps indicate who some of them are.

The Barges Bolivia and Buell Broke Adrift 
from a Tug on Lake Ontario and Went 
Ashore—The Snow Bird Is High and 
Dry, and an Unknown Schooner Is 
Stranded a Few Miles from Her—Gen- 
eral Marine News. 

CuarRvLotre, N. T. Nov. 13.—|Special.}—A 
Gisastrous gale accompanied by flerce snow- 
squalis set in last night and bas continued 
with unabated fury today. Four wrecks have 
occurred in this vicinity, and there is a strong 
probability that many more disasters to ship- 
ping will be beard from, as a big fleet is known 
to bave been on Lake Ontario. The first ves- 
gel to come ashore bere was the schr Soow 
Bird, which was driven on tne beach a mile 
and a half west of the barbor piers last night. 
Capt. Beard, her master and owner, says be 
left Oswego at 8 o'clock yesterday afternoon 
to load coal at this port for Toronto. The 
rale drove the vessel beyond the entrance 
to the harbor and she was landed 
high and dry upon the beach. The crew es- 
caped. The Snow Bird was formerly the M. 
Proctor. Sbe was yaiued at $2,500 and is not 
insured. 

This afternoon the tug Proctor staggered 
into port and reported the loss of two barges 
she had intow. The tug is coated with ice 
from stem to stern. She left Oswego yester- 
day with the barges Bolivia and Charles C. 
Buell in tow. The gale struck them shortis 
before midnight. The tow-line parted and the 
Buell arifted out of sight. Two bours later 
the Bolivia broke adrift, and after searching 
about in the blinding snow-storm for hei miss- 
ing barges the tug ran here for shelter. 
Soon after her arrival the Bolivia 
was driven asbore seven miles above 
here and ber crew landed in the yawl. She lies 
on sand bottom and is not leakimg. A farm 
hand has just arrived on horseback and re- 
ports the Buell and an unknown vessel asbore 


two miles above the Bolivia. Nothing is 
known of the condition of the vessel or her 
crew. The life-saving crew is gettmng ready 
to go to the wrecks. The Bolivia and Bueil 
are owned by George Hall & Co. ot Ogdens- 
burg. The Bolivia was itormerly engaged in 
the Chicago grain trade, but was wrecked at 
Oswego last year. Sue was released and re- 
built last spring, and is valued at $8,000. The 
Buell was formerly the Erie Queen. Sbe is 
twenty-nine years old and is vaiued at $2, 500.

is but natural that the great majority of the 
people should even yet be only imperfectly in- 
formed about its requirements. This bas been 
strikingly shown to be the case with many of 
the judges and clerks who served in the recent 


election and who are supposed to have re- 
ceived some direct instructions on the subject. 


For instance, the decision of Judge Prendor- 


fast in regard to practicing fraud upon voters 
by urging them to accept and vote counterfeit 
and split ticketa, u the representation that 
such tickets were regular party tickets of 
some one of the various political parties, was 
in many precinets wholly misunderstood. In 
some places the judges. whose duty under 
that decision it was to receive every ticket of- 
fered and to count it, even went so far as to 
announce to the voters taat they would not 
receive or count regular tickets containing 


pasters with the name of another candidate 


over that of one of the regular canaidates on 


the reguiar ticket of any one of the political 
parties. 

Again, another provision, and one of the 
most vital importance, seems to have been 


completely forgotten or absolutely ignored in 


many precincts, and that is, the proclamation 


by the judges at the completion ot the canvass. 


The importance of such a proclamation was 
made evident in the canvass of the returns of 
the recent election for Congressman in the 
Second District. The figures of the official re- 
turns in the Seventh Precinct of the Sixth 
Ward all showed, with the exception of one 
tally-sheet, where there were 100 tallies, 110 
votes for Gleeson, 76 for Woodman, and 75 for 
Lawier. The judges and clerks also recollected 
that Gleeson got 110. 

The Canvassing Board, however, by further 
©xamination, elicited the fact that one of the 


‘Judges had made out a so-called police return 


from one of the tally-sheets before the can- 
vass had been fully completed by putting the 
figures on the returns. Another judge took 
this police return and read off to the same 
judge who had it the figures and names, 
while the latter filled out a duplicate police re- 
turn. The present law does not know such a 
thing as a police return. The police return, as 
an exponent of absolute truth in the history of 
Chicago politics, is neither unknown nor for- 
gotten. This police return, having been copied 
from the defective tally-sheet, gave Gleeson 
only 100 votes, Nop amation whatever of 
the result of the elec at that precinct by 
the Judges was proved. The Canvassing Board, 
except Mr. Washburne, decided that such 
reading by One judge to another from a police 
return was a lamation as defined in the 
present law. Is that decision not a dangerous 
precedent for the future? 

The recent election has fully demonstrated 
that it is a mistake to destroy the ballots. In 
many precincts of the Second Congressional 
District “the vote for Congressman, in which 
the local excitement and interest were most in- 
tense, fell from ten to thirty-five votes short 
of the vote for State officers, in which there 
was comparatively no great local interest. La 
the Tenth Precinct of the Seventh Ward the 
total vote for Congressman was thirty-five less 
than the total vote for State Treasurer. Where 
were the baliots? They bad been destroyed 
according to law. Had they been preserved 
they might read the public an interesting 
lesson. By destroying the ballots the oppor- 
tunity of the judges for mischief is increased, 
and, as in the case cited, they are given the 
power to disfrapchise the voter, and there is 
no way of proving a case against them. Save 
the ballots!

CHICAGO PEOPLE LACK COURAGE. 


This Is Shown When They Are About to 
Purchase Pictures. 

Chicagd is fast being built up with elegant 
and artistic residences. The ugliness of the 
past is failing happily into decay, wnich makes 
it venerable, though it cannot beautify it. 
This shows a rapidly-rising standard of taste 
in our commercial city which speaks well for 
our ratio of growth and our adaptability. These 
elegant homes must be filled sooner or later 
with pictures; and the chances are that these 
pictures will be almost universally foreign. 
This will not be because America is lacking in 
good artists, but ‘ecause Chicago patrons ot 
art have not the courage to honestly admire a 
native work, whatever its merit. The beauty 
of a picture does not generally appeal to 
them 60 much as a name which 
they can repeat to their friends and feel that 
the glory reflects upon themselves. In short, 
art nere is largely a matter of fashion. It bo- 
comes the fashion now and then to buy 
pictures, and at such atime every ove must 
indulge himself in the pleasure of saying to 
his friends, **Come around and see my new 
Fromentin,“ or“ I'm going to invite half a 
dozen friends up next Wedresday to look at a 
littie MeissonierI picked up.“ As long as the 
novelty laste this is as satisfactory as baving 
a new trotter or the best front on Michigan 
avenue, 

After the éclat of introducing a new article 
of value toone’s friends bas passed the en- 
joyment passes also and the picture is but a 
painted canvas. They are prized because iney 
represent an expenditure of money. There 
W a fromme = tendency to affect the 
virtue of art-love in Chicago, which 
is commendable up to a certain point, 
thougb doubtless some of the sham devotees 
put themselves to considerable torture in tne 
process and get somewhat bored in a labo- 
rious attempt to admire something that they 
really are indifferent to. If they would drop 
this wearisome striving after an understand- 
ing of foreign art and buy the work of home 
artists who paint the beloved and familiar 
scenes, the result would be more satisfactory 
ali around. The hectic condivon of home art 
would assume a more wholesome appearance. 
Our artists would induige themselves in the 
loxury ot being original instead of making 
weak imitations of the work of foreign mas- 
ters. They would not leave the varied spien- 
dors of our natural scenery for the twice- 
told charms of the tourists of Europe. 
They would give to art the local flavor 
which Hawtborve, Hart, Cable, and Woolson 
give to literature. They would find in the 
streets that run from State street east to the 
lake on the North Side architecture as pictur- 
esque as much of that they cross the water to 
picture. 

But our victure-buyers bave not yet the 
courage necessary to an expression of weir 
own opinion. They walk cautiously in the 
ruta, and deserve the contempt in which they 
are heid. Chicago can never gain the respect 
of the artistic world till she has evolved an 
artistic taste of herownp which sbows some 
strength in its individuality and whicb she is 
not afraid to defend.

Not One of Them Will Say a Werd Against 


Whisky or Beer. 
Curcaco, Nov. 1L—[Eduor of The Tribune. ] 
~My attention bas just been called to a letter 
which appears in Sunday's issue of Tun TRIB- 
Inn under the above heading. The writer 
makes some very kindly and appreciative re- 
marks on Hard Times and How to Mend 
Them,” and gets you to give extracts to prove 
that you were in error when you said, ** There 
ig not on record a single instance where a 
Socialist or Anarchist bas gone out honestly 


and courageously and told workingmen that 
liquor is the prime cause of their trouble: not 
the oppression of ad 

As the author of “Hard Times and How to 
Mend Tuem allow me to say that you are 
most Certainly in the right in your contention; 
hke you, I have read many Socialistic works 
and n many speeches, but they 
bave nothing to say about liquor 
drinking as the prime cause of poverty.” The 
pamphiet from which you quote is by no 
means Socialistic, in the ordinary sense of the 
word—the sense in which you and all other 
writers use it. It has nothing in common 
with the Socialism of Aveling, Liebknecht, or 
even George, much less with the Anarchism of 
Spies, Parsons, or Fielden. 

As an evidence of bow heartily the temper- 
ance and economical doctrines of the work 
were bated by the Anarchist crowd, let me 
give you an instance. Shortiy after the work 
was printed I read a very kind and laudatory 
notice of it in the Chicago Lever (temperance), 
which the writer closed with the words: “ The 
great trouble with this most excellent kind of 
literature is that the class for whom it is spe- 
cially intended and who would profit most by 
its perusal will either never see it or, seeing it, 
will not buy it. Let ali who would feel its 
power get a copy or, better still, get a doliar’s 
worth, and pass them around where they will 
do most good.“ 

I took the hint for myselt, and one Sunday 
afternoon I paid a mana dollar to goto the 
lake-Front meeting and give them away to 
anyone who would accept them; he had hardly 
got to work when one of the crowd who had 
previously looked over the pampbiet got up 
and described the author as a “ disguised cap- 
italist—a fellow who wanted to teach them how 
to live on 80 cents a day and go without beer 
and whisky, wuen they all knew that the poor- 
est tramp in the crowd had a better rigut to 
the luxuries ot life than the public thief who 
owned that mighty building [pointing to the 
Pullman building} which they had built.” The 
crowd all but mopbed the man on the ground, 
and he got so thorougbly scared that I could 
—— hire him to go back even at a dollar an 

our, 

You may lay it down as an incontrovertible 
fact that not one Socialist or Anarchist in a 
bundread will ever spend 10 cents for a book 
teaching temperance and self-denial so long as 
there is a glass of stale beer or bad whisky in 
sight. Keep on mmering at the beer and 
whisky; they are curse par excelience of 
the workingman, the evil beside whose huce 
proportions all other evils are dwarfed into 
utter insignificance. I had dozens of letters 
in response to Hard Times and How to Mend 
Them” from clergymen, Senators, authors, 
and public teachers, many of them men of the 
bigbest standing. Allof them had something 
to find fault with. One did not like probibi- 
on, another was down on free trade, another 
objected to my financial projects, and still an- 
other thought I was expeeting too much from 
the Government—that I was teaching the peo- 
pie to lean on joint action instead of individ- 
ual effort, ete.; but all of thém tound more to 
praise than to criticise. The Socialists, An- 
archists, and so-called anti-monopolists were 
the only men who bad no kind words for

count. AndIwish it distinctly understood 
that when I use the word ‘State,’ *Govern- 
ment,” County.“ Ste., I mean the people. 
This is absolutely neceseary, as I find that even 
among intelligent people it is almost im possible 
to get them to realize that the Government of 
this country is but the people assembled in the 
persons of their deputies; and to assert, as I 
heard a certain clergyman do the other day, 
‘that the Government bas no power to mend 
the bard times or better the social and materia! 
coniition of tie people ts simply to declare 
that the people are powerless to do as a Nation 
that Wwhien they can do as individual corpora- 
tions and municipalities. The whole difficulty 
is in the people themselves, in their perfect in- 
difference to anything and everything but the 
gratification of present desires, the amusement 
of tne passing hour. This was beautifully ex- 
emplified yesterday in this city. While not 
more than 200 men could be found in the great 
City of Chicago willing to spend 10 cents for an 
honest, earnest discussion of some of the most 
important probleme of the day, over 3,500 
could be found to pay 50 cents a head on a 
Sunday afternoon to see Buffalo Bill's show.

THE TALK AT THE GOLDEN GATE. 


A Story of Democratic “Boodle”—An At.

San FRANCISCO, Cal, Nov. 13.—[Speotal.|— 
The excitement over politics and the cold. 
blooded murder here kept the San Francisco 
mind busy this week. Even now the official 
returns from all the counties are not in, and 
the result of the election, so far as a few State 
officers and the Congressman from the Sixth 
District are concerned, is still in doubt. This 
morning the official returns as far as received 
put Vandever (Rep.) ahead of Lynch by 100. 
THe Tripuye’s predictions about the State 
ticket have been verified. The Democrats 
elected the Governor, lost the Litu- 
tenant-Governor, but won the whole 
city ticket and the Lesislature. The 
latter achievement was a surprise, and people 
are now asking themselves how it happened. 
It is now stated positively that Hearst spent 
littie money on his canvass, yet barrels of 
voin were put out, and Boss Buckley is said 
to bave bought votes in the pooket precincts. 
While the stream of silver was flowing from 
the Democratic coffers, the Republicans had 
not money to pay the ordinary expenses of 
election. Evidentiy this needs explanation, 
and it is furnished in the suspicion that the 
Central and Southern Pacific Railroad Compa- 
mes played a deep game, and, while 
ostensibly running ex-Senaitor Sargeant 
for reblection, they secretly supported Hearst, 
whose social relanons with the railroad mag- 
nates’ families became very pleasant in Wash- 
ington last winter. The hand of the corpora- 
tions is shown in the defeat of the Democratic 
nominee for Lieutenant-Governor, who if 
elected, would have the appointment of im- 
portant committees in the State Senate. 

The town is still excited over the murder 
of Mamie Kelly, the schoolgirl, by Alex- 
ander Goildenson, a dad artist, whose 
general worthlesness caused his expul- 
sion from the School of Design. No 
sufficient exouse for the murder can be as- 
signed, and it is thought the fellow ise what 
is known as an opium fend. After an indigna- 
tion-meeting last nicht, fomented by all the 
notorious dypamiters and vagabonds in town, 
a mob of young boodlums and some other ir- 
responsibies marched to the county jail to 
bow! tor the immediate banging of the mur- 
derer. Two equads of police, armed with long 
riot elubs, met the mob anda dispersed the 
would-be rioters so vigorously that the ad- 
jacent wards were full of damaged beads. The 
whole affair was over before well commenced. 
The Sheriff had a guard of forty men armed 
with Winchester rifies in the jail ana on the 
roof hidden behind the parapet. 


CANADA’S DEPLETED TREASURY. 


A Deficit of Nearly $6,000,000 During the 
Year. 

Orr AWA, Out., Nov. 13.—The annual state 
ment of the Minister of Finance of the revenue 
and expenditures of the Dominion for the fis- 
cal year ending June 30 last, publisned today, 
shows a deficit of $5,800,000. The revenue dur- 
ing the year was oniy $33,200.000, while the 
Government expended $39,000,000. The 
Treasury s nearly empty, and _ the 
Minister of Finance win shortly be forced 
to foat a new loan to enable the Govern- 
ment. to meet current expenditures.

REMOTE POSSIBILITIES. 


The Future of the English-Speaking People. 
New Orieans Times-Democrat: The Angio- 
Saxon race today, widely separated as are its 
various divisions, numbers not less than 94. 
000,000 souls. Acoording to the Statesman’s 
Year-Book it numbered, at the vdeginning of 
the present century, only some 20,000,000 in 
England and America. Its increase bas been 
at the rate of 21 per cent each decade. If the 
same rate continues unchecked—and there ap- 
pears to be no reason why it should not—there 
will be, 100 years from now, 600,000,000 
of Anglo-Saxon blood, equa! to about half the 
present popu.ation of the globe: and 200 years 
from now there will be the enormous number 
of 4,000,000,000—more than thrice the present 
population of the globe. 

True, the people represented by the above 
figures are not all of Anglo-Saxon race, for 
European immigrants of every nationality to 
the United States and the British colonies are 
included; but the negroes of the States and 
the native races in the colonies are excluded. 
Immigrants ot every nationality adopt the 
English language in the next generation, It 
would accord “be more scourate to say 
that these figures represent English-speaking 
people of European blood. 

The question of how room is to be found for 
the startling number of English-speaking peo- 
ple is an interesting one. But an examina- 
tion of facts will show that there is no cause 
for dismay on this subject for a long time to 
come. The Australian colomes, with an area 
of 8,000,000 square miles, bave & population 
little exceeding one person to the square mile. 
The United States bas less than twenty per- 
sons to the square mile. The Cape Colony, 
with an area of about 200,000 square miles, 
bas a white population of little 2 than 
one to the square mile. When it is femem- 
bered that the population of England gives 445 
and of Belzium 486 persons to the square mile, 
it will be seen that there is considerabie room 
for expansion. Large tracts of America ana 
Australia are as fertile as England or 
Beigium, and at moderate propor- 
tion of population o area of France— 
184 to tue square wmile—or of Germany 
—Z16 to the square mile—tne Australian coio- 
nies could malntam from 400,000,000 to 600,- 
000,000 people. Besides the United States and 
the British colonies there are vast expanses of 
territory, notably in South America, eminent- 
ly suited to supply the wants of people of the 
European race. 

At the present time, there is probably no 
language in the world—except Chinese— 
Spoken by a larger number of people than 
the Bnglish language. The people of the In- 
dian Empire are of many races and speak 
many different tongues; and it is doubtiul 
whether 94,000,000 of them speak any one of 
these as their native language. Probably 
withip the lifetime of persons now living Eu- 
glish will be spoken by a larger number of 
people than even Chinese. 


MARVELOUS ESCAPE, 


The Story Told by an Old Locomotive Eu- 
gineer. 

New York Star: W. C. Roberts, a clean- 
shaven, alert-looking delegate from Division 
51 of Philadelphia, comes from a family of 
railroad men. His father took out, as con 
ductor, the first passenger-train that ever went 
over the Baltimore & Ohio, and many of his 
relatives are piloting locomotives on roads 
east and west. He is First Assistant Engineer 
and Secretary in his division. He has stood 
in the locomotive cab twenty-four years, and 
is now running out of Philadelphia on the 
Wilmington & Baltimore Road. Here is a 
story of bis that is both thrilling and pathetic: 
One afternoon, twelve years ago, be was driv- 
ing bis locomotive and nineteen cars over the 
road at a speed of thirty miles an hour, 
when he saw on the track before him a 
little black object that be took to be inan“ 
mate. As the engine sped nearer the obstacle 
moved ana Roberts thought it must be a dog. 
Three hundred yards further on, the train still 
running with no slackening of speed, the en- 
gineer made out a little child standing between 
the ties and looking innocently at the coming 
monster. Roberts realized that his locomotive 
could not be pulled up in time. The chiid 
must either move or be killed. His whistle 
sent out a succession of piercing sbrieks and 
he reversed his engine, but still tne baby stood 
there, ite frock blowing in the breeze and a 
gieeful expression on ite face. The engineer 
was in agony of despair. It flashed across his 
mind that in another second he would crush 
a little innocent about the same age as one 
he had athome. He shut his eyes when the 
engine was at tho spot where the child 
stood. A hundred yards further on it came 
to a standstill, For mutet Roberts leaned 
against the side of bis cab witbout finding 
courage to get down aud look at the baby’s 
mutilated body. By this time the conductor 
bad hurried to where the litule one had been 
Standing. He called to Roberts to come there. 
The engineer obeyed like a criminal going to 
the place of execution, but the next moment 
he felt that God had reprieved him. Sitting 
on @ patch of grass, the only soft place along 
the road for baif a mile on either side, was the 
child, sound and unburt. Just as the engine, 
swaying under the reverse motion, reached 
her, the child had falien forward on the cow- 
cateber. The coupling-book caught in her 
dress and heid her for an instant. Then «a 
reel of the engine to the right threw ber to 
one side, where she fell on the grass. One 
trifling bruise on the forehead was the only 
mark on ber skin. The child is now a young 
lady who lives on the line of the Philadeiphia, 
Wilmington & Baltimore Railroad. 


BROKEN NECKS. 


A Popular Error on the Subject Corrected. 
It has generally been supposed by those un- 
familiar with medical and surgical scienge that 
a man cannot live with a broken neck. Con- 
siderabie interest is manifested in the case of 
Andrew Hamilton, who, according to a dis- 
pateh from Baraboo, Wis., bad his neck 
broken in Evaneviile, Wis., last Sunday and is 
still alive. The dispatch concluded with the 
statement: This is supposed to be the first 
case on record of a person living so long with 
a broken neck.” On account of tne curiosity 
and interest feit in what appeared to be an ex- 
traordinary case an Enquirer reporter calied 
on Dr. P. 8. Connor, the eminent surgeon, who 
has bad great experience in all such fractures. 

Is this case so wonderful, doctor?“ 

“That depends upon where his neck was 
brokon. If it was above the point of the 
pbrenic nerve death would result instantane- 
ously or within a very short time. This was 
probably a fracture of the lower vertebra, 
which causes paralysis. There are cases on 
record of this character, and are not uncom- 
mon. One man lived eleven days, another 
fifteen weeks, another four months, another 
fifteen months, and still another fourteen 
years. A dislocated neck does not necessarily 
produce death, unless the spinal cord is 
snapped. I am satisfied that in the case you 
mention the fracture was below the second 
cervicie, and the injured man is a victim of 
paralysis. People live with broken backs, and 
when the compression of the spinal cord has 
not been severe injured men have recovered 
from dislocated necks. All the patients I ever 
bad wbose necks were broken above the phrenic 
nerve have invariably died. It i impossible 
for them to survive.“

PETRIFIED WHILE LIVING, 


The Joints of a Man's Body Turn into Solid 
Bone. 

A physician of Elmira recently visited Jona- 
than Bass of Cambria, Niagara County, N. T., 
whose case is believed to be without a paral- 
lelin medical records, Mr. Bass is 56 years of 
age. Inthe summer of 1848 be was seized 
with a sharp pain in the bottom of his right 
foot. No cause for it could be discovered. 
The foot and leg became greatly swoilen, and 
during the next nine years all the joints in 
his body became slowly anchylosed—grew 
into solid bone. In 1857 he was placed on an 
invalid’s bed, and has never been removed 
from it. So completely consolidated are all 
bis joints, including the spine, that he may be 
lifted by the placing of a hand under bis bead 
and one under his heels, bis weight 
being but seventy-five pounds. The bones of 
the fingers of the right hand, of the entire left 
hand, and ofthe toes of both feet have been 
entirely absorbed, and the flesh of the fingers 
and toes haogs down iike fringe. Mr. Bass’ 
jaws are tightly locked, but he manages to eat 
the heartiest meals without mastication and 
without suffermg inconvenience. Pork and 
other meat is cut in thin strips, which he 
draws into his mouth by sucking through the 
narrow opening between his upper and lower 
teeth. He eats the fattest meat, Since 1869

incbes lower than the usual position of that 
organ, bot is perfectly sound, as are all of the 
invalid’s vital parts. The paiis on his fingers 
have grown to nearly a foot in length. Mr. 
Bass is aman of more than average intelli- 
gence, and keeps himself posted on all ques 
tions of the day. He converses with ease. and 
is lively and cheerful. His constitutional 
bealth is so good that physicians agree that he 
will live beyond the aliotted time of the most 
active man.

Clearings at the principal cities of the United 
States yesterday and a week ago were: 


New York exchange was quoted as follows yes- 
terday: Chicago, 40@50c discount; Boston, par 
@10c premium; St. Louis, 75c discount. 

The bank clearings in this city last week were 
less in amount than for the week ending Nov. 6, 
but the latter week, though it had one holiday, 
covered the period of the monthly settlements. 
The figures for last week area little in advance 
of the totals for the corresponding period of 1885, 
but the excess is smaller than for previous weeks 
of the present season. There has, no doubt, been 
something of a decline in the volume of business, 
but no greater than is to be expected considering 
the unfavorable weather and the strikes, 

There was no material change in the local 
money market Saturday. The demand was good 
and the quotations were kept up to 6 and 7 per 
cent for call loans and 6 to 8 for time. The coun- 
try orders for currency were moderate, but the 
shipments this way were next to nothing. Some 
sales of Eastern bills were made at 40c discount, 
but the bulk of the trade was at 500. Foreign 
bills were in moderate supply, quiet and strong. 

The transactions in securities were few, thoug 
it is understood that some private gales of local 
bank stocks are going on at prices above recent 
quotations. 

Stock speculation in Chicago was on a small 
scale, but the temper of the crowd was unmis- 
takably bullish. e New York bank statement 
strengthened the hands of the bulls, and there 
was considerable good buying. The Grangers 
and Gould Southwesterns were among the pevper- 
ties purchased. A considerable 3 of Mis- 
souri Pacific is held in this city, which was 
bought last month, and some of the operators 
took hold of Missouri, Kansas & Texas yester- 
day. Itis claimed that Missouri Pacific is now 
earning 12 per cent on the stock and that the div- 
idend willsoon be raised to 8 per cent. New 
York dispatches predicted a boom in that stock 
in the near future. As for Northwest, there is 
always good buying of it here when the market 
affords any kind of promise. It was stated that 
the company's statement for the current half- 
year will be the best in its history. The bears 
seem a good deal discouraged. Itis said that a 
pool was 1 made up in New York to sell 
St. Paul, Lake Shore, Lackawanna, and other 
stocks, but their operations demonstrated 
that the market was too stro for them, and 
they closed their deal. The bulls have returned 
to their work with renewed courage, and some of 
them say that there will be a bigger boom than 
in 1879. Nevertneless, the prominence of the 
fancies in the trading is a cause of anxiety. The 
present high prices are bringing out many cer- 
tificates that have long lain in tin boxes and 
have been regarded by their owners as nearly 
worthless. 

Thirty-seven railroads report an inorease in

DELUDED STRIKERS. 


Hundreds of Them Making a Break for Their 
Old Places. 

The great Stock-Yards strike struggled in 
the throes of ignominious dissolution all day 
yesterday. Its back was really broken Thurs- 
day. Friday the dissatisfaction was even more 
Widespread, and yesterday morning it was 
most open revolt. The presence of A. A. 
Uariton was all that prevented rebellion, as it 
was generally believed bis only mission in the 
city was to order the men back. Confidence in 
the Executive Committee was destroved early 
inthe morning, as it could be seen that hun- 
dreds and bundreds of both old and new men 
Were being put to work, and every bour’'s delay 
Was damaging to the chances of the faithful 
ett back to their old places.

We 
will make no concessions. We are fighting for 
ten hours, and will not accept nine hours and 
@ bait for a day’s work. We bave nothing to 
compromise. We don’t believe in that kind 


of business. As to more pay for ten 
hours work, it is absurd, as we 
pay now 25 per cent more than 


any other houses in the United States or the 
world. Asa body we cannot entertain a prop- 
osition to compromise. Weare as united on 
everything as at the start.“ 

“We took no action,” said another, be- 
cause none was necessary. We have beard 
nothm from the other side, ana will not com- 
promise. We are a unit tust.“ 


T. B. Barry and W. C. Marshall of the Execu- 
tive Committee and P. T. Barry of Englewood 
called upon J. C. Hately at bis office in the 
Stock-Yards shortly after 4 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon. They declined to say what the ab- 
ject of their visit was, but Mr. Hately in- 
formed a TRIBUNE man that they bad urged 
bim to make something of a convession 
to the strikers. He told them that the packers 
were notin a position to make any conces- 
sions at all, but that if the men were disposed 
to declare the strike off as many of them 
would be reémployed as places could be found 
for, especially among the skihed workers. 
From other sources it was learned that the 
committee bumbied itself to the extent of 
really pleading for even tne slightest conces- 
sion, its spokesman stating that the least in- 
timation of a concession would tend to soften 
the lines in which un had been placed, and 
would permit a gracefu! insteac of a disgrace- 
ful back-dowa. The conference was disecour- 
aging to the committee, as it left the three 
men who composed it without an alternative 
save declaring the strike off without a single 
point being gained and with a certainty 

nearly 10,000 men will lose 
their places for all time. It was 
certain that this conference was the final one, 
and no one was very much surprised when the 
order directing the men to return to work was 
issued some hours after. The real troubles 
will now commence, as it cannot be expected 
that the old and the new men will work to- 
gether in barmony. It is probable that there 
will be frequent collisions between them, and 
a large furce of doputies will bave to be kept 
en hand to preserve the peace. 


LAWLER TAKES A HAND, 


Frank Wants a Finger in the Stock-Yards 
Trouble. 

Frank Lawler, notwithstanding his recent 
narrow escape from defeat at the hands of the 
labor element, is evidently ambitious to figure 
in the strike. Friday evening be made a strong 
effort to arrange for a meeting between Car- 
ton and the Executive Committee of the 
packers. He failed for the reason that the 
Executive Committee could see no need of 
such a meeting. He therefore perforce modified 
bis request to the extent of asking that a 
personal and informal meeting might take 
piace between Carlton and himself and some 
member of the committee. The latter request 
was granted, and yesterday morning Lawler, 
Cariton, and Jobn C. Hately met at the office 
of tue latter, in the Royal Insurance Building. 

According to Mr. Cariton the three dis- 
cussed the situation informally, Mr. Hately 
going over the position carefully. He particu- 
larly awelt upon the fact that the wages paid 
in the Chicago packing-houses were from 20 to 
50 per cent higher than in Kansas City, Omaha. 
or Boston, exh'biting the foilowmg table, for 
whose accuracy be vouched, which showed the 
scale of prices in different grades of work at 
all these points:

EMPLOYERS OF MILITIAMEN. 


Two Ways of Treating Men Now on Duty 
for the State. 

The firm of Mulford & McKenzie, ticket 
brokers on Clark street, have achieved the un- 
enviable reputation ot being the first em- 
ployers to make trouble for the men who are 
on duty with the militia at the Stock- Yards. 
Sergt. Charles G. Huntington of Company D, 
First Infantry, was a cashier in their employ, 
and Friday evening he received a curt note an- 
nouncing his dismissal because be came away 
from bis work at the cal) of the Governor to 
preserve the peace. He was pulled out 


of bea at 4 o'clock Monday wmorn- 
ing and returned to the office before 


the regiment marched, but as neither oF bis 
employers was in, be was forced to leave & 


note explaining his absence. In bis note of 
reply yesterday, thegoung man set forth in a 
dignified manner that he bad but responded 
to the cali of duty, as any good citizen and 
militiamaao should, and that wh le be expectea 
bis work would get behind it would not be 
more so than if be bad a vacation, and be 
would have been able to bring it all up when 
be returned. He has been in the employ of 
the firm tor about eigbteen mooths, and bas 
bad no vacation in that time, except when he 
was on duty or in camp with bis regiment. 
Sergt. Huntington is serving bis second 
term of enlistment with the regiment, 
aud bas attained an enviable reputation as a 
soldier. He bas given up ali bope of any favor 
at the bands of bis short-sighted employers, 
and in calling for a balance of the books tells 
them that de intends to stay until the trouble 
je settled. The officers of the regiment and 
company will undoubtedly interest themselves 
in bie bebalt and be will be provided for in due 
time. In direct opposition to such conduct, 
the action of the firm of Carson, Pirie, Scott 
& Co. deserves mention. Their cashier is on 
duty with the Second Regimeot, and was in- 
formed that bis position could not be held 
open, and asked what he could do 
to retain it. At the suggestion of his Ooilonel 
be decided to remain, althourh he had 
worked bard to secure the place. The firm 
then informed bim that his salary would go on 
as usual while be was on duty, and that the 
firm would give him employment in the bouse 
when he had finished hie duty to the State. 
The pressure of business is beginning to be 
telt, and one man was sent into town from the 
First at the request of Felix & Marston. Out 
of twelve men in their office four were called 
out with the regiment, but the firm simply 
asked that one should comein for service in 
the officé, subject to the Colonel's command, 
and the pay for all should goon and no trouble 
would be made. 


PROTECTORS OF THE PEACE, 


The Military Program for Today—Lester- 
day's Doings. 

General orders for regimental inevection to- 
day were issued yesterday afternoon. The 
First will parade for inspection in the barrack 
yards at 9:30, the Second at 10:30, and the 
cayairy troop at 11:30. Unless somethme 
unknown should intervene the inspections will 
take piace on Halsted street in front of the 
Transit House. There is a general how! going 
up for the two regifental chaplains, Dr. 
Tuomas and Bishop Cheney. They are expect- 
ed to put in an appearance today, and if they 
do so they wili be given an opportunity to 
preach, unless the call to arms prevents the 
men dem paraded for divine worship. 

The cavairy were turned out with the foot- 
soldiers for duty at 5:30 o’clock yesterday 
morning and were ordered to make a complete 
tour of the outposts. Then they rode out over 
the Forty-third street viaduct and down 
Halsted street, and finally escorted the warons 
down near the corner of Forty-cighth and 
Halsted streets, where they moved a man 
named Dietrich from bis home there toa point 
nearer Packingtown. He had been threatened 
by the strikers, and his wite and children bad 
taken the alarm. Everything was extremely 
quiet during the morning bourse and 
throughout the day. The only collision was 
one of words between a couple of the General's 
staff and a city policeman, who found them 
looking over the country at the north end of 
the Laurel street bridge. The representative of 
the civil authority of the City of Ubicago was 
inclined to resent the trespass of the militia 
upon bis beat, but accepted the apology of the 
officers when they explained that they did not 
kaow that they were beyond the limits of the 
Town of Lake. ; 

When the hour came for the evenmg’s guard 


passed, and the patrol along 
and Halsted streets was abandoned, 
with the idea that the company 
at the Transit House could hold 
that territory down without trouble. As it 
bas been reported that there were large num- 
bers of men living south and west of Packing- 
town who would go to work if they were con- 
vinced of the strength of the protection, and 
as some loud-mouthed talkers had declared 
that the militia were afraid to go out in those 
directions, it was determined to make 


tour through that country. The cav- 
alry were sent to Thirty-ninth 
street and Ashland avenue with orders 


to cover all the Town of Lake west ot there. 
Two companies of the First, under Maj. Koch. 
were sent to nd street and Ashland 
avenue with instructions to patrol the neich- 
vorbood west and south of there, while Maj. 
Ramsey with two companies of the Second was 
sent south. 


Du the day the boys had a taste of 
fatigue duty, and a detail under Capt. 
tuart cleaned up the barracks 


yards and put everything in snape for Sunday. 
The refuse of the garrison fs loaded into carts 
furnished by the Stock-Yards people and taken 
to the regular dumping grounds. 

The list of visitors at tne barracks constantiy 
lengthens. Messrs. Purdy and MoGann of the 
Board of Public Worxs putin an appearance 
yesterday, as well as Messrs. Donovan and 
Millbanks ana Bishop Cheney. The latter 
made a call late in the afternoon and will be in 
the barracks this afternoon at 8 o'clock and 
talk to the boys. 

Private Greathead still wanders about the 
barracks on parole, but his family and friends 
bave begun to put in an appearance and plead 


for expedttion in the case in order 
that de may be withdrawn from the 
public gaze. Gen. Fitz-Simons has 


promised to use ali his efforts to expedite 
matters, and with this in view the evidence 
and findmg of the court, whatever it 1s, were 
submittea to him yesterday and to Gen. 
Vance. There is an idea that the Governor 
Will be informed of their views by telegraph 
and that che ome deserter will be finally dis- 
posed of by Monday. 


ALMOST A RIOT. 


An Incident of the Morning Near the Yards. 

Early yesterday morning Capt. Laue ot the 
Pinkerton force and nine men went down in 
the patrol-wagon to the house of Philip Smith, 
at No. 4760 Laflin street, Smith having request- 
ed assistance because he wished tb move. Two 
of Armour’s trucks acoompanied the patrol- 
wagon. It was buta few moments before a 
large crowd of men, women, and children 
gathered, and vile epithets were hurled at the 
officers. The household effects were loaded 
on the wagons and i the rocess on 
started just as a troop o cavairy 
came up, but finding no necessity for their 
stay they moved on. The wagons had just 
turned from Forty-eighth street into Loomis 
when men appeared from every direction, and 
the crowd was swelled to over 1,000. At the 
bead ran a Polish woman wildiy waving a 
broom and yelling: Come on; come on ana 
drive the ‘rats’ away.” The woman was 
frantic and could not be stopped, and any at- 
terapt to bold her back made ber furious. 
Finally Capt. Lane and Deputy Pat Sheehy 
jumped from the patrol wagon and 
seized her, whereupon . she set up 
an unearthly howl. A Pole named Dov- 
innei, standing behind Deputy Sbeeby, struck 
him a terrific blow in the neck. Sheehy drew 
bis revolver and struck his assailant over the 
eye with the butt-end of the gun. Just then 
Officer Lambert of the Town of Lake Station 


rusbed up and yelied to the Sheriffs: * Why 
don't you fellows get out of here? You are 
inciting these people to bloodshed.” After 


a war of words the officer was arrested and 
placed in the wagon with the other prisovers. 
In the meantime the crowd bad increased and 
was becoming more and more tbreatening. 
The Pinkerton men jumped into the wagon, 
and, letting their prisoners go, were driven 
rapidly awa;:. Had they remained a moment 
longer a riot would certainiy nave occurred, 


WELL-POSTED PACKERS, 


How They Learned of the Contemplated 
Strike—The Market. 

Various moves on the part of the packers 
bave shown that their information of the con- 
éions at the Stock-Yards bas been complete 
and reliable. it will be remembered that a 
detachment of deputy-sheriffs were on the 
ground almost the moment the strike was 
ordered Saturday. Their presence came about 
In the following manner. Friday afternoons 
packer learned that a meeting of the local as- 
sembiy of the Knights of Labor had been 
ealied and that instead of the regular call 
being issued runners bad given out the notice. 
The call was sent out by Butler and Marshall 
and the runners notified their supporters only. 
The packer at once grasped the situation and 
returned to the city, Arrangements were im- 
mediately made for sending deputy-sberiffs to 
the yards Saturday. They arrived just as the 
Strike was declared and the supporters of 
Butler and Marsbail had succeeded, through 
the informal and irregular meeting of the local 
assembly, in ousting Gaunt and the more con- 
servative members of the committee. 

The live-siock market was somewhat more 
eatisfactory than Friday, several lots of hogs 
selling up to $3.70, with tolerably free pur- 
chases, and nearly all of the packers buying. 
Very little was bought for Eastern shipment, 
as transportation facilities are still short. 
There was something of alocal demand for 
beef cattle, but the market bas not fully re- 
covered yet. Work in the packing-nouses was 
being carried on as usual, Armour. Swift, and 
Morris doing the most work. Each of these 
houses received large acquisitions of new and 
old men, the first-named now baving within 30 
per cent of a full force. Hogs were bemg 
killed in allof the pork houses except War- 
ren’s, but this house will start up tomorrow. 
The beef bouses were Killing as usual, and 
none of them had nothing newtoreport. All 
complained of a dearth of skilled butcwbers. 

The big crowds of strikers who earlier in the 
week congregated along Asbland avenue and 
Forty-seventh and Halsted streets had almost 
disappearéd. There was little drunkenness 
and scarcely auything to indicate that a strike 
was in progress. Those who did congregate 
along the streets were in the main orderly and 
gave no trouble whatever. 


WORK FOR THE MILITARY. 


Two Little Rows Where the Blue - Coats 
Were Needed, 

A smali riot occurred at the intersection of 
Forty-seventb street and Centre avenue a lit- 
tle before & o'clock yesterday afternoon, in 
which about five bundred strikers, a number 
of the deputies, and Companies C and G of the 
Second Regiment, under command of Lieut. 
A. J. Taplin, took part. Some of the deputies 
had been sent to No. 4806 Justin street to move 
the family of William Napier into the 
Stock-Yards. The furniture had been placed 
upon a large truck, and Mrs. Napier, with ber 
two children, in the patrol-wagon. Some 
trouble was experienced at the house, but no 
violent demonstrauons took place until the 
truck and patrol-wagon had reached the cor- 
ner indicated. At this point several stones 
were thrown, and when the deputies charged 
the crowd withaview of driving it back a 
number of men init became very much in- 
ecensed,.and immediately resorted to heavier 
missiles. Pavmg-stones and pieces of brick 
were sent fiymg through the air, and the 
charge of the deputies was repulsed. The 
crowd then began closing in upon them, using 
all manner ot vile epithets, and threatenmg to 
bang them to the nearest lamp-posts. The 
matter was nearing avery serious aspect for 
the woman and children on the patrol-wagon, 
and for the deputies as well, when Lieut. 
Taplin with his two companies put in an op- 
portune appearance. He grasped the situa- 
tion at a glance and instantly gave the com- 
mand to charge the crowd. The bors respond- 
ed heartily, and in a moment 500 strikers were 
firing in every direction, some of them, to 
their sorrow, first stopping to fire a parting 
brick at the deputies. Five arrests were made, 
each and all of the men being caught in the 
act of throwing bricks. The men ar- 
‘rested were: Gus Young of i Forty- 
eighth street and Centre avenue; Joseph Gog- 
gin of Centre and Stone avenues; James 
Maloney of Forty-seventh street and Centre 
avenue; T. MeCaull of Forty-eighth street, 
near Morgan; and one man name unknown. 
Mecaull and the unknown man were arrested 
by the military and the others were arrested 
by the deputies. All of them except Maloney 
were strikers, 

About half an hour before this occurred 
Company E of tne First Infantry bad an ex- 
perience on Forty-ninth street. The compauy 
was in command of Capt. Buchanan, and bad 
been ordered into the district south of Forty- 
seventh street. As one detachment was mov- 
ma along towards Asbland avenue a large 
crowd of strikers closed in around it and 
threatened Vengeance upon the boys. The 
taunts were borne until patience ceased to be 
a virtue, and presentiy the command was 
given to cbarge the mob. The men charged 
with so much vim that the crowd concluded it 
nad better move—and it did. Maj. Koch was 
in command of the second detachment, and 
reached the scene at the moment the charge 


settied all doubts in the minds of the strikers 
about tarrymg in the vicinity. 

Such members of the First and Second — i 
ments as happen to belong to the Catholic 
Church will have an opportunity of attending 
mass in Father Dorney’s church at 5:30 and 
6:30 this morning, Deputy-Sbteriff Burke hbay- 
ing made the necessary arrangements, 


BOYCOTTING ARMOUR. 


A Bullding Assembly K. of L. Passes Reso- 
lutions. 
The following was passed by a Builiding 
Assembly of the Knights of Labor:

engaged in business at the Union Stock- Yards are 
permit themselves to be made the instru- 
ments in hands of P. D. Armour through 


which he can materially enhance the value of 
his products to the purchaser and also reduce 
the wages of his employés; and i 
WHEREAS, The workingmen employed Ar- 
mour and other packers at the Union Stock- 
Yards have made every honorable concession 
with a view of settling or adjusting the dispute 
which has arisen between their employers and 
themselves in an amicable manner; and 
WHEREAS, The 1 have invariably and 
persistently refused to consider any compromise 
proposed by the workmen or their representa- 
tives unless itimplied a complete and uncondi- 
tional surrender of every dem made by them 
and was in strict accord with a preconcerted ac- 
tion of the Packers’ Association; therefore, be it 
Resolved, By Local Assembly No. 8357, K. of L., 
that we stamp with our disapproval the action of 
P. D. Armour, and condemn as arbitrary and des- 
potie the attitude of the Packers’ Association to- 
ward the men in their employ; and be it further 
Resolved, That we request all fair-minded and 
impartial citizens, whether organized working- 
men or not, to leave severely alone the products 
of those firms which refuse to treat with their 
employés in an equitable or business-like man- 
ner. 


SALOONS IN KANSAS. 


A Fight in a Groggery Opens People’s 
Eyes—The Elevated 

Kansas City, Mo. Nov. 18.—([Special.}— 
There are a great many saloons in West Kan- 
sas City and most people are of the opinion 
that they are all on the Missouri side of the 
line, but such is not the case. The drug stores 
in Kansas bave been looked upon as almost 
equai to saloons, but few people bave any idea 
that such a thing as a “real” saloon existed 
on the Kansas side, but they are very much 
mistaken. A fightin the “Last Chauce the 
other evening opened the eyes of the people, and 
on lookmg around them they find that they 
are surrounded by saloons running at full 
blast. Most of theils places use the side doors 
as an entrance, but frequently they throw 
their doors wide open and hang out a hotel 
sign, which seems to make it all right in the 
eyes of the law. One saloonkeeper on Ninth 
street has the audacity to bang a sign over 
his door bearing the insciiption 80 ana 80, 
Druggist.“ Upon entering the first thing you 
see is a pool-table, and in an adjoining room is 
the bar, which contains everything to drink ex- 
cept medicine. Occasionally the law comes:down 
on them and asmali fine is imposed, but thig 
does not happen very often, and as the places 
do a land-office business they can well afford 
to settle the fines. As a usual thing these 
saloons are the hardest on the West Side and 
cause more disturbance and more fights than 
any of the Missouri saloons. 

Collector Hasbrook has since Noy. 1 seized 
seventy-seven unstamped packages (about 
2.000 pounds) ot oleomargarine and butterine. 
The packages were found: in several of the 
commission houses of the city, the proprietors 
of which claimed that they purchased the con- 
traband stuff from country dealers for genuine 
butter and that they were unaware of its spu- 
rious nature. The internal-revenue officiais 
will next week visit the retail grocerymen and 
produce dealers, none of Whose stocks have 
yet been inspected. 

Travel on the L road is increasing daily, and 
the managers seem to feel well repaid for the 
trouble and expense they Save been to in the 
great undertaking. The road is now built as 
far as it will be this winter. But early in the 
spring the construction of a tunnel through 
the biuff above the Union Depot will be begun 
and the road extended up Eighth street to 
Maio. It will also be extended westward in 
Kansas towards the historical old fort, Quin- 
daro. 

There will be an examination by the Civil- 
Service Board in the customs-house Nov. 24 of 
applicants for positions on the carrier and 
clerical forces of the post-office. 

At a meeting of the officers of the Third Reg- 
iment it was decided to hoki a bazaar for the 
benefit of tme regiment, and a committee on 
arrangements was appointed. The bazaar 
will be given atthe Board Trade Hall the 
early part of next month will last about 
five days, closing with a grand baliand prom- 
enade concert.

SHE SHOT THE MAN SHE LOVED,

Lillian Quinn Fatally Wounds Frank Lock- 
wood and Then Kills Herself, 

WINFIELD, Kas., Nov. 13.—[Special.]—This 
morning just about daylight a scene was en- 
acted in the Brettun House that bas had no 
equal in this oity. Last evening gabout 7 
o'clock Frank E. Lockwood, well known all 
over this State and Western Missouri was 
driven to the Brettun House, and registered, 
„F. E. Lockwood, the World,” and was as- 
signed to room No. 23. Working at the same 
hotel was a girl named Lillian Quinn, who was 
infatuated with Lockwood and haa followed 
him from place to piace for more than a year. 
She occupied a room with bim last night. This 
morning just after the day clerk had awakened 
the neip the g:ris came down to the office and 
told bim to go up-stairs; that Lill bad shot 
Frank. The clerk got the nigut Marshal, who 
went to the room. Finding the door locked, 
they procured a step-ladder and looked 
through the transom. Lymg on the floor in 
a pool of biood was Lillian Quinn, and 
lying diagonaliy across the bed was 
Frank E. Lockwood. The door was forced 
open. Lillian was dead, a bullet having pierced 
ber right temple. Near ber right hand, on the 
floor, was a revolver with two barrels empty. 
On the centre-tabie was another revolver with 
no empty barrels. Lockwood, with a bullet in 
his head, it having entered just over the left 
eye, was unconscious. The girl was dressed 
in aneat wine-coiored dress, her hair bad 
been arranged, and her attire was al- 
most complete. Everything indicated tnat she 
was nearly ready to go down-stairs when the 
shooting took place. Lockwood had nothing 
but his underciothes on, and was evidently 
standing by the bed or reclining on it when he 
was shot. For several years be was passenger 
conductor on the Southern Kansas Railway 
from Ottawa to Winfield. He was born in 
New York, and bas relations in the West, many 
boiding positions of prominence on Western 
roads. He has been unconscious all day and 
not able to make any statement. The doctors 
say he cannot live.

Austria Afraid to Take a Hand—The Czar 
Bent on Mischief but Afraid of Bis- 
marck—Resignation of the Bulgarian 
Regents—The Sebright Divorce Case—

Lonpon, Nov. 13.—[New York Times’ Special 
Caple.|—The British Lion, having delivered 
himseif of a most stentorious and tree-shaking 
roar of defiance, listens now for the echoing 
answers which shall teil him he is not alone in 
his desire to brave the Russian Bear. Thus 
far one only hears the yelping of the jackals, 
eager to follow at asaie distance and snatch 
up what the lion leaves of the spoils. The 
bigger beasts compliment him on the splendid 
volume ot his voice and the clearness of his 
challenging note, but there is no sign of that 
spontaneous rushing to aid him in the fray 
which wus expected on their part, and the 
lion has no idea of fighting alone. The truth 
is that Austria is afraid. The polyglot charac 
ter of her dual monarchy is not more marked 
than the mixture of heroic aspirations and 
craven apprehensions which paralyze Aus- 
trian action. The Emperor is a disappointed, 
melancholy man. He dreamed in his youth 
that be was to be a second Cesar, restoring 
and augmenting the ancient giories of the 
Hapsburgs, and ne finds himself instead a 
bumiliated deputy of Bismarck, forced to 
pocket alike warnings from Berlin, sneers 
from Pesth, and bullying insults from St. Pe- 
tersburg, and to pretend that he likes 
them all. Vienna talks even more of 
the new pampbiet deciaring the Aus- 
trian army worthless tuan of Kainoky’s 
buttery evasions of the point at issue. All 
the reports | can get affirm that the army is 
in a wretched state despite Byiandt’s official 
assertion that it can be mobilized now in less 
than balf the time it would have taken a 
decade ago. Six weeks ago a war correspond- 
ent of repute was asked by the editor of a 
London daily to write two articles on the 
state of the Austrian army. The first has ap- 
peared and the second bas been suppressed at 
the request of the Austrian Minister here be- 
cause the showing isso bad and satistactory 
denials are impossible. Still it remains possi- 
bie that Austria will be compeiied to fight 
willy-nilly, but itis clear that sbe will do all 
she can to avoid it. 

At Buda Pesth today Count Kalnoky, Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs for the whole Austro- 
Hungarian Empire, made before the delega- 
tions a declaration of the Imperial foreign 
policy. The tenor of bis entire address was 
pacific. In fact, Count Kalnoky’s speech was 
a reécho of the sentiments lately expressed by 
M. Tisza, maintaining the Jatter’s declaration 
that the peace of Europe was tor the present 
assured. 

I bear from Berlin that it is believed there 
that the Czar, while giving Germany and Aus- 
tria certain conditional assurances, intends 
taking steps to torce England into the position 
of a principal in aduel with Russia. No doubt 
Lord Salisbury’sa outspoken words afford 
abundant opportunity for this. If the Czar is 
so minded he can find ita very easy matter to 


single-handed combat, If he can be sure that 
it will remain singie-handed the temptation to 
do this will be very great, but the baiance of 
probab'lities still favor Euglaud's finding allies 
if the worst comes to the worst. 

It ia difficuit to reconcile the fact that Bis- 
marck’s organ has veered around to abuse 
of Russia and threats that ber insolent career 
in the Balkans willbe checked if she goes 
further, with the reported accession of confi- 
dence on the Berlin Boerse that peace will be 
maintained. Bismarck’s friendsnip, genuine 
or otnerwise, has heretotore been Russia's 
sheet anchor. If he now throws off the mask 
it will seem to be clear that Russia must either 
back down orfight. If there were a lixelihood 
of the former the confidence of the boerse 
would be intelligible, but nothing 18 more cer- 
tain than that the Czar will refuse to retrace a 
single step. He is resolute in rejecting any and 
all candidates proposed by the present Sobranje. 
Bxactly who his own candidate is it is hard to 
say. The Russians for the week bave been 
| taiking of Nicholas of Mmgreua, one of ‘the 
swarm of Caucasian cbhiels whom poverty bas 
driven to accept hong as subalterus in the 
Russien army and clerks in Government 
offices. Today there is a report that the real 
favorit of the Czar is Prince Blazo Petrovitch, 
a cousin of the ruler of Montenegro. It is 
safe to say that Engiand and Italy will veto 
either of them, even if Russia allows the pres- 
ent Sobranje to elect him. But it is probabie 
that neither of them is seriously put forward. 
Russia bas no plan save to create chaos, 
which would compel an occupauon. 


BULGARIA, 


A Pacific Speech to the Delegations by 
Kainoky. 

Bupa-Psstu, Nov. 13.—[Copyright, 1886, 
James Gordon Bennett.|—At Buda-Pestu to- 
day Count Kalnoky, Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs for the whole Austro-Hungarian Empire, 
made before the aelegations a declaration of 
the imperial foreign policy. The tenor of bis 
entire address was pacific. In fact, Count 
Kalnoky’s address was a reécho of the senti- 
ments lately expressed by M. Tisza, maintain- 
ing the latter's declaration that the peace of 
Europe was for the present assured, He said: 


Our interests are involved in the Bulgarian 
question only where principles or treaties are 
concerned. The action of Gen. Kaulbars has 
justly irritated public opinion, but even here 
temporary occupation must be distinguished 
from rmanent. 80 far as Kaulbars has ac- 
complished anything it is only to make Russian 
interference unpleasantly felt and turn Euro- 

an sympathy to Bulgaria. We have interests 
E the Orient, but not only there. Just reflect 
before taking a step causing European develop- 
ments which may mobilize five million soldiers. 
Diplomacy has kept the Bulgarian question 
from becoming European. Russia sent 
a commissary to Bulgaria to take charge 
of the Government, or attempted the occupation 
of ports or the country, we should have taken a 
resolute position. This danger seems averted, 
and a peaceful solution without injuring our in- 
terests is highly probable, If atany moment we 
become compelled to act energetically we shall 
not lack friends and supporters. Though Ger- 
many has no interest in Bulgaria while peace is 
kept, it will make a stand in the decisive mo- 
ment. If we must stand up for our rights we 
shall find in England a sure and effective sup- 
port. Italy will also at the given moment pro- 
tect her interests in the East. Russia, however, 
assures us that she will keep her treaties, and 
neither weaken the Bulgarian autonomy nor 
cause a constitutional change without the agree- 
ment of the Powers. 

Falk asked whether Prince Kalnoky would 
allow the temporary military occupation of 
Buigaria. To this Kalnoky replied: ** Without 
the consent of tne Powers, not even the tem- 
porary occupation.” 

Andrassy, with general applause, said: “ No 
sensible man in Hungary wishes war, but ail 
are for peace so long as it is kept without 
prejudice to honor.”

Resignation of the Regents. 

TrrNova, Nov. 13.—Upon receiving from the 
King of Denmark a telegram refusmg 018 con- 
sent to Prince Waldemar’s acceptance of the 
Buigarian throne the Regents resigned. The 
Sobranje voted confidence in the regents, but 
they declined to withdraw their resignations. 
The Sobranje has adjourned, ali the members 
going to Sophia. A deputation will visit the 
European courts to pray the Powers to nomi 
nate a candidate for the throne. 

The Sobranje elected Zivkoff to succeed 
Karaveloff. The deputation appointed to visit 
the Powers consists of Stoiloff, Grekoff, and 
Kaitkbeff. A resolution was adopted severely 
censuring Karaveloff ior the course pursued 
by him. The Deputies appeared to be die- 
heartened on account of the acuonof the 
King of Denmark, and to be wearied of the 
continual strain to which they have been sub- 


jected.

GERMANY AND AUSTRIA, 


Bismarck Afraid to Go Bef the Reichs- 
tag with the Bu t. 

Beruin, Nov. 13.—The program of the 
Reichstag opens with the discussion of the re- 
port of the budget commissions on foreign at- 
faire and marine. It is uncertain whether the 
Government will propose new or augumented 
taxation. Official papers assert that the Govy- 
ernment bas decided against attempting to 
levy new imposts, Prince Bismarck postponing 
further taxation projects until the meeting of 
the next Reichstag, in the hope that the 
electorate will return a more submissive ma- 
jority. Coupled with tbe statements that 
there will be presented no new taxa 
tion proposals are vague hints that the 
Government is preparing reforms of the 
financial administration, suggesting a dis- 
guised scheme of increased duties. No sec- 
tion in the will oppose an increase 
| of the merine budget, a larger appropriation 

being considered a necessity. It is admitted 
| that the fleet is unequal to the wants of the 
country for defense and offense. A sbarpcon- 
test is expected io the present session over the 
subject of the military septenate. The ques- 
tion will probably be limited to deciding in 
principle whether to maintain or to modify the 
septenate term expiring March 31, 1888. The 
Government is afraid to hazard a perilous de- 
bate, and it is not likely that a military bud- 
get will be produced or that the discussion of 
the septenate question will go beyond the 


principle. It is reported that Prince 
Bismarck i¢ considering the scheme of 
asking for a budget for a period 
of four years. In official circles 


the assertion is still made that the Government 
does not dream of unything except the septen- 
ate. As to the relative position of the differ- 
ent parties on the question of principie 160 
votes, consisting of both groups of the Con- 
servatives, the National Liberals, and several 
Independests, are assured to the Government. 
The absoiute majority required to carry on 
business is 199. “he Centre holds the balance 
of power. The eagerness of Prince Bismarck 
to arrive at a complete modus vivendi with 
the Vatican arises from the necessity of the 
Government obtaining the vote of the Centre. 
It Prince Bismarck concedes the admission to 
Germany of all Catholic orders the Centre will 
vote tor the septenate. Prince Bismarck ac- 
corded M. Herbette, the French Ambassador, 
his first interview yesterday. Tho tone of the 
official press is guarded on the question of 
the relations between Germany and France, 
but the chagrin uf the membersof the French 
Embassy is unconcealed. The reception ac- 
corded M. Herbette by Prince B.emarck was 
not favorable to French designs in Exypt. It 
is reported that M. Herbette assured the Chan- 
oollor of the absolute neutrality of France in 
the event of a war in the East. Prince Bis- 
marck bas been silent during the week and bas 
vouchsafed no hint of the policy to be followed 
by Germany. 

Bishop Kapp recently arrived from Rome, 
He has had seve interviews with Count Her- 
bert Bismarck and Dr. yon Gossler, Minister 
of Ecclesiastical Affairs, which strengwen the 
reports that the conclusion of a concordat 
with the Vatican is imminent.

Her social 
success was, to a certain degree, uner- 
pected even by herseif, for she had been 
in London several times before, knew few 
people, and went out very little while there. 
With ber usua! acumen afd shrewdness she at 
once saw the great lever put in ber bands by 
the sensation she created at Mrs. Mackay’s 
great ball. She did not fail to avail herself of 
tus advantage thus gained by ber beauty and 
talents, but she never for a moment lost sight 
of her prime object. As soon as she was 
settled in London sbe senv notes to 
Irving, Barrett, Dixey,. Miss Fortes 
cue, Miss Anderson, and Ellen Terry. 
and before long was on good terms with all of 
them, visiting the theatres, frequently paying 
close attention to stage gestures, inflections, 
facial expression, details of costume, and 
everything important for zu actress to know.

A Peoria Establishment in Flames—Loss, 
86300, o 0O0— Other Biazes.

Several Buildings Burned—A Fireman Killed 
by an Explosion and Others Injured. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Nev, 13.—Three alarms at 
8 o' clock tonight called out all the fire engines 
in the city to suppress a fire which began in 
the middie of a handsome block of business 
buildings in the rear of Robinson Bros.’ whole- 
sale hardware store, and spread rapidly to the 
surrounding buildings on the north side of 
Main, between Sixth and Seveath streets. 
The flames originated in a defective 
flue, and bad such headway that 
Robinson's store and William Cornwell's 
whoilesa:e notions were compietely gutted de- 
fore the fire was under control. It was thought 
the Louisville Hotel was on fire, and a great 
crowd gathered in time to see the large cistern 
at Sixth and Main streets explode and tear up 
the street. This was caused by foul gas. Two 
fire engines were demolisbed by the explosion, 
and James Connell, engineer of No. 1 Com- 
pany, was killed outright. Charlies Obst, Cap- 
tain of No. 9 Company, had three ribs and a 
leg broken, and Denny Hamilton and Sam 
Scanlon, firemen, were painfully injured. 

The fire was under control by 9 o’c.ock, but 
not before it had spread to the stores of L. L. 
Warren, boots and shoes, and Grauman & 
Shuttleworth, wholesale clothiérs. These 
buiidings weré only slightly damaged by fire, 
but the stocks suffered by water.

The Official Canvass of the Votes in New 
York City Completed. 

Nov. 13.—[Special.]}—The Board 
of Aldermen, after the quickest canvass on 
record of the votes cast at an election, today 
officially declared the result of its labors, and 
each Alderman attached hig signature to the 
returns as compiled by the County Clerk. It 
took the Aldermen fourteen daysto canvass 
the returns last year, but this year County 
Clerk Flack and his geputy, Mr. Gil- 
roy, seconded by the board, completed the 
canvass in four working days.

THE SULLIVAN-RYAN FIGHT AT SAN 
FRANCISCO.

An Audience of Over Nine Thousand Wit- 
ness the Performance — Paddy Fights 
Gamely Through the First Round, but 
in the Third Round Is Knocked Sense- 
less—First Day’s Races of the Pacific 
Coast Horsemen—Yale Beats Pennsyl- 
vania at Foot-Ball. 

San Francisco, Cal, Nov. 13.—-Owing to a 
fashionable entertainment given tonight in 
the Grand Opera-House for the benefit of the 
Charleston earthquake sufferers the managers 
arranged that the Sullivan-Rran fight 
should not take place until 11 o'clock, 
60 as to give those who attended the Chariestou 
benefit entertainment an opportunity of reach- 
ing the pavilion in time to witness the per- 
formance. The men fought with four 
ounce gloves and under the revised 
Queensberry rules, the agreement being 
that the winner shall take 75 per cent 
and the loser 25 per cent of tne gate money. 
As early as 7 o’clock the doors of the pavilion 
were besieged by an eager crowd impatiently 
awaiting admission. When at last the doors 
were thrown open the rush to ob 
tain good seats was so great that many 
peovle were badiy crushed, if not seriousiy 
injured. When all were inside the pavilioa 
contained 9,000 people. Sheedy was surprised.

MORRISON'S DEFEAT DUE TO GOOD 
REPUBLICAN WORK.

Protection “Boodle” Had Nothing to Do 
with Jehu Baker’s Canvass in the Kight~ 
eenth District—Democrats Disgusted 
with Bad Federal Appointmentsa—Detroit 
Election Frauds—A Political Address to 
Labor Organizations Urging the Forma- 
tion of a New Party. 

Auton, III., Nov. 12.—|Editor of the Trib- 
une. — The righteous souls of the Republicans 
of this district are vexed within them. Under 
the inspiranon of magnetic and courageous 
leadership they have won a phenomenal vie- 
tory, the credit for which belongs to the m- 
selves and Jebu Baker. Imagine their disgust, 
therefore, at finding the protection papers of 
New York and Pennsylvania accepting Mr. 
Morrison's explanation of nis defeat, “out 
side interference and protection boodle,”” as 
the true reason, and holding up John Jarrett 
to the admiring gaze of the country as the 
modern David who had slain the free-trade 


Goliath. 

This is all nonsense. Mr. Jarrett bad about 
as much to do with Morrison's defeat as had 
John G. Carlisle. His intentons were good 
and his speeches were judicious, but 
the issues were ali made up and 
the victory won before Mr. Jarrett 
reached this district. Hie speech at Alton 
Saturday night prior to election was a re 
markably able presentauon of the practical 
beneficial working of protection as regards 
workingmen; but the address was made too 
short a time before election to accomplish 
much good and was a waste of logic, as the 
giassblowers and mecbanies of Alton had been 
* solid for Uaker fora month prior to Jar- 
rett’s coming. Perhaps be made a few con- 
verts in the district, but these were offset, to 
some extent at least, by the opposition and 
prejudice engendered by bis presence. There- 
fore, to attribute the defeat of Morrison to bis 
influence is ridiculous. The horizontal states- 
man was beaten from the hour Baker was 
called from his scholarly seclusion and nom- 
inated on the ecomprebensive ana iospiriting 
Alton platform, 

What, then, elected Mr. Baker in a district 
which had been considered Morrison's ber- 
itage? There was a combination of cuuses, 
no one of them sufficient in itself, 
but all of which flooded 10 one 
mighty current of opposition was irresistible, 
Col. Morrison returned from Washington 
last summer to find bis district in a demoral- 
ized condition. The general halielujah time 
predicted as sure to follow the Democratic 
renaissance had not materialized, and the rank 
and fie were grumbling. Stupid and unpopular 
Federal appointments obstinately adhered to 
and faith broken with old friends bad dis- 
gusted Morrison's chief men throughout the 
district. The openly expressed discontent first 
gave the Republicans bope of success. The 
revival of che old Republican spirit, the return 
of many Liberals to the fold, and the iuspira- 
tion given to every worker by Mr. Baker's 
plucky, determined canvass, consolidated 
every element into one solid aggressive col- 
mn. 

Morrison's vote against the Oleomargarine 
bill excited intense hostility io the rural dis- 
tricts in both parties. The Republicans made 
no misrepresentations, but worked that racket 
for all that it was worth, and the farmers 
were eager to get a whack at Old Axle 
Grease,” as be was irreverentiy termed. In 
the manufacturing cities of Alton, Belleville, 
and East St. Louis the protection ciement was 
very strong and agressive. It included the 
bulk of the labor vote, and was bitterly op- 
posed to Morrison. A fair election was 
obtained in East St. Louis, the credit of this 
being due solely to Mr. Baker. With great 
courage he stormed that citadel of sin, ex- 
posed and denounced the iniquity of the gang 
of corruption ists, laid bare weir crimes against 
the ballot-box, and called upon all good citi 
zens to raily to the defense of their rights. 
They responded nobly. Federal Supervisors 
of Election were applied for by leading Demo- 
crais and appointed by the District Court. 
Morrison Opposed this move bitterly, and as a 
result the law and order Democrats of East St. 
Louis went over tO Baker ina body. An 
honest vote was polled (less than 2,000), and 
Baker received 200 majority, against 800 for 
Morrison in 1884 iu a toiai poll of over 2,400. 

Mr, Baker's canvass was a marvel of endur- 
ance, of determinanon, of confidence, of polit- 
wal tact, of knowledge of human nature, of 
skill in combination, of insight tte social 
forces. His campaign was on a bigh viane. 
He scorned any but open, honorabie methods. 
He refused aid from the State Central Commit- 
tee, told them be would not take a dollar; and 
the Congressional Committee used no funds 
except for legitimate expenses, such as print- 
ing, distMbuting documents, music, ball rent 
and carriages at the polis. Mr. Baker was ag- 
gressive, but not offensively so. In a German 
district, as it is termed, he made the cam- 
paign without entering a saloon for a polit- 
ical purpose, and yet be made no enemies 
among saloonkeepers or their followers. 
His meetings were made up of both parties. 
They were tne largest and most enthusiustic 
ever beid in the district. Per contra, Morri- 
son's catspaign was nerveless and defensive, 
His speeches were made up of wornout, com- 
monplace, and giaring misrepresentations. 
Compared with Baker’s oratory, logical state- 
ments, ana bold denunciations, er were 
painfully puerile. 

Eleotion-day tne Republicans were out in 
solid phalanx. Baker carried Alton by 100 
majority, against 200 for Morrison in 1884. 
He swept Madison County by 736 majority, 
against s08 for Morrison in 1884, a gain of 
1,039, ana the impetus he gave the canvass 
elected the entire county and legislative 
ticket. He carried St. Clair by 536 ma- 
jority, again of over 2,000. Morrison's can- 
vass never rallied from the comatose condition 
in which be fouad it on bis return from Washb- 
ington. It was apathetic to the last. Many 
Democrats voted for Baker. Hundreds would 
not vote at all. I could give ascore of minor 
reasons for Morrison's defeat, but the main 
ones are noted above. Rest assured Jarrett did 
not do it; * protection boodle did not do it, 
It was accomplished by the personal work of 
Jebu Baker, supplemented by Democratic in- 
difference or active hostility. W. T. Norton.

Detroit, Mich,, Nov. 13.—[Special,]—Dis- 
trict-Attorney Biack sent notifications to all 
the Detroit papers today that the grand jury 
of the United States Court will next begin its 
investigation of the recent election frauds in 
this city, and called upon the papers to pro- 
duce any evidence in their possession bearing 
upon these frauds, One important witness be- 
fore tne grand jury will be Election Inspector 
William Munck of the Second District of the 
Seventh Ward, which, it is believed, 
was stolen for the Democratic candi- 
date last Thursday night. Justice Munck 
said this morning that the district 
was fixed for Ross, the Democratic candidate.

lor political aetion are to me formed outgide of Republican, 


labor associations, though as far as possible ani- 
mated end controlled by the members. In this 
way we may avoid any conflict with the rules 
ond jations that forbid political action on 
the part of associations 2 designed for 
industrial purposes, may bring into our ranks a 
large class now outside of labor associations, but 
whose sympathies are thoroughly with us, and 
may secure that organization by election dis- 
tricts which is necessary to efficient political 
work. This is the course we have resolved to 
adopt in this city, and we commend a simular 
course to our d n throughout the land. 

The difficulty which everywhere confronts us in 
our efforts to hiso wages and secure leisure is 
the existence of an impoverished mass forced by 
their necessities to 9 work on any terms. 
Until we can lessen the intensity of that struggle 
for existence which makes so m men and 
women ready to do anything to provide the mere 
necessities of life the work of our labor associa- 
tions must be conducted under tremendous dis- 
advantages. Men who cannot find employment 
are everywhere the force which those who o 
pose us utilize to resist our just demands. It 
therefore necessary that we should make war 
upon the t wrong which causes povorty, the 
primary injustice which makes the land on which 
and from which we must all live the ex- 
clusive property of individuals and denies 
to the rest of us the right to live and to work un- 
less we pay blackmail for the privilege. We 
therefore ask you to everywhere form political 
associations based upon the principles set forth 
in our platform, and, through the Central Com- 
mittee which has been appointed for that pur- 
pose, to put yourselves in communication with 
other similar associations throughout the land. 

The work which we ask you to undertake is in 
its 1 stages mainly educational. We 
wish to see formed all over the country open as- 
sociations or clubs, which by means of reunions, 
lectures, debates, the dissemination of lijerature, 
and the comparison of opinions, shall are 
the way for such a political union as will result 
in the formation of a national party, powerful 
enough to rewrite the laws and carry into execu- 
tion the popular will.

Judge Ferguson Orders & Reco unt of the 
Clark County Vote. 

JEFFERSONVILLE, Ind., Nov. 13.—[Special.]— 
The vacation term of the Clark County 
Cireulit Court convened this afternoon, 
Judge ©. P. Ferguson presiding. Court 
met for the purpose of arranging for 
a recount of the ballots to decide 
the election of a joint Senator from the coun- 
ties of Clark and Jefferson, in Which Dr. Mo- 
Clure, Democrat, and Dr. Taggart are princl- 
pals. Dr. Taggart enters a lengthy petition in 
which he says that mistakes and frauds exist 
in the official count of the ballots for joint 
Senator in the County of Clark, and for this 
reason be requests that his prayer in the peti- 
tion be granted. Frank B. Burke, a Democratic 
prosecutor of Clark and Floyd Counties, who 
bad been engaged as counsel, filed his peti- 
tion, in which be stated that, as a qualified 
elector of Ciark County he demurred to Dr. 
Taggart’s petition, assigning as a reason that 
the Clark Circuit Court or the Judge thereot 
bad no jurisdicuon of the subject. The mat- 
ter of the demurrer was overruled by the 
court on the grounds that, if fraud existed, 
the people were anxious to know it, and that 
if investigation proved favorable to MeCiure 
satisfaction to ail concerned would follow. 

Thereupon Judge Furguson appointed Sam- 
vel B. Differderter, Democrat, William Lee, 
Democrat, and Ward H. Watson, Republican, 
to serve on the commission; Richard C. Mean 
to act as cler of the commission, Hx-Post- 
master A. M. Luke and John T. T. Hopkins 
were appointed by Taggart as bis clerks, and

The Legisiature eiected Tues- 
day, Nov. 2, as shown on the face of the re- 
turns, will stand, on joint ballot, seventy-six 
Democrats and seventy-four Republicans, giv- 
mg the Democrats two majority.

MATTERS RELATING TO THE COUNTY. 


Cost of Running the Infirmary—Big Whisky 
Bill—Chairman Klehm's Measureménts. 
Warden C. L. Frey bas compieted his re- 

port of the workings of the County Infirmary 
for the year ending Aug. 31. During the year 
4,260 indigent and afflicted people were pro- 
vided for, 3.221 of whom were new admissions, 
inclusive of 127 births. The number ot in- 
mates discharged was 3,055, and deaths 240, a 
total of 3,295. There were 965 inmates Aug. 
31. 1886. The largest number for any one day 
was 1,707, and the smallest 889, exclusive 
of that great American traveler, the tramp. 
The cost per capita was 38 9-10 cent. 
The total expenditures were $212,584,. From 
this should be deducted certain items, leaving 
$190,474 as the actual running expenditures 
for the year. Mr. Frey, speaking of recom- 
mendations, saye: “I would respectiully 
recommend the erection of another wing to 
the institution as soon as the finances of the 
county will permit. This is a necessity, owing 
to the almost constantly overcrowded condi- 
tion ot tne wards, and will be doubly so when 
the old wooden structure is torn down, which 
is recommended by the physicians.”’ 

The Committee on Charit es met yesterday 
and passed severa. bills. One of the bills un- 
der consideration was very quietly laid aside 
for future consideration. It was from Samuel 
Myers & Co., and tne total was $1,146. The 
itemized bill showed that the infirmary bad 
been supplied with ninety-five and one-balt 
gallons of $8 whisky in August, with 144% 
gallons of the same liquor in September, and 
with 142 gallons in Ovtober, maxing a total of 
382 galions of $8 whisky consumed there in 
turee months. 

For three dars now Chairman Klehm has 
been bard at work neasuringj the stonework 
of the Court-House and computing totais. The 
story goes that Mr. Klehm is doing this be- 
cause be could not rely on the figures of any 
one else. He was asked what he thought the 
result of his measurement would be, and said 
very emphatically that be was sure the job 
would not cost $200,000, as had been said. 
“In fact,” he said, 1 doubt very much 
if it will amount to much over 
$100,00u. I have not completed all my meas- 
urements yet, but have the major part down 
on paper. I want to feelin this matter that 
the county is not being swindled by any false 
figures. and can bavea good idea what the 
cost should be after I. have completed my 
work. 

County Clerk Ryan and County Attorney 
Bliss had a conference yesterday afternoon 
over the former's position in regard to signing 
county warrants.

STATUS OF A. 8. GAGE & CO. 


Prospects of a Settlement with the Creditors 
—The Firm's Condition. 

A. & Gage & Co. have procured in round 
numbers $450,000 to join in the compromise 
which they have offered of 45 cents. The com- 
promise is said to be conditional, and subject 
entirely to the option of Gage & Co. or their 
representative to purchase. The option, 
though binding upon the compromise 
creditors, is not binding upon Gage. 
Under the law, by procuring 
majority of the creditors in number and 
amount, the proceedings can be discontinued 
and the funds, except so far as administered 
upon, relegated to the condition m which they 
were at the time of the assignment. Gage hes 
probably procured already a majority in num- 
ber of his creditors, and is likely to procure a 
majority in amount. So an attempt will be 
made to get the estate out of the County 
Court. It is held there under an order of 
the court subject to the prior attach- 
ment liens and the judgment liens 
of the Firet National Bank and Claflin & Co., 
whose priority, however, has to be adjudicated 
upon. Application will be made Monday on 
behalf of these claims for an order to the 
assignee restrainmg bim from parting with or 
turning over any assets in his bands to the 
insolvents or any one in their behalf untii these 
liens are adjudicated; and for this purpose 
there will probably be a ing Tuesday upon 
the petition filed last Monduy for the adjudica- 
tion of the validity or invalidity of the assign- 
ment and disposition of these liens.

THE LIBERAL VIEW OF IT. 


HOW THE ENGLISHMEN OF THAT 
PARTY VIEW HOME RULE. 


Mr. Aubrey at the Union League Last 
Night—Gladstone’s Followers Not Dis- 
heartened by Defeat—Ireland’s Great 
Misery, Squalor, and Destitution—Ena- 
giand’s Past and Present Brutal Treat- 
ment of Erin—The Coercion Laws— 
Home Kule Yet to Be a Practical Thing. 

Before an audience of almost 250 people in 
the Union League Club building w. H. 8. 
Aubrey, LL. D., of London spoke on The 
English Liberal View of the Home Rule Ques- 
tion.”” He said in substance: 

“The Irish home rule question naturally 
awakens sympathy in an American heart be- 
cause the object of the Irish National party 
is to create a Government of the people, by 
the people, ana for the people. The English 
Liberals are in principle agreed with the Irish 
National members, although they may prefer 
other means. In the main they agree with the 
ideas as laid down by Mr. Gladstone last 
summer. The problem ig a very difficult 
one. The Liberals are by no means 
disheartened by the defeat of last July. 
Political reasons have had, a great deal to do 
with depopulating Irelana. There are said to 
be 914,000 houses in Ireland. Of these 66,000 
are described as large, commodious dwellings: 
423,000 are described as farm-bouses and town 
buildings, while the remaining 425,000, or very 
nearly one-haif of the whole, are mua cabins 
with from one to four seoms. There is an 
astonishing state of squalor, poverty, and 
misery prevailing over wide districts. We in 
Engiand are dissatisfied with the condition of 
affairs in Ireland. There is another reason for 
dissatisfaction. Six years ago all jegisiation 
was delayed and made impossible by the Par- 
nell party. \Seeing that they could not get 
the legislation they wanted Parnell and 
bis followers applied what is called the 


policy of obstruction. For six centuries 
England bas tried to rule Ireland by the strong 
band. It bas been a rule of conquest and 
damnation from the days of Henry II. almost 
until now. There was wholesale confiscation of 
land and property; there was wholesale traus- 
portation of the Irish people; there was a 
Wholesale introduction of English settlers; 
there were deiiberate attempts to ruin the 
staple trades of Ireland for tbe benefit of En- 
giand, Then came abominabie and atrocious 
peoal laws which one cannot read of without 
a biush of shame and indignation. The mi- 
nority comprising one-sixth or one-tenth 
of the people imposed on the ma- 
jority every possible civil and re- 
ligious inabilities. There have been only 
tourteen years in the present century in which 
some kind of coercion wasn't in force in Ire- 
land. More than fifty distinctive coercive acts 
bave been passed by the English Legisiature. 
Think of what coercion means—suspension of 
the habeus corpus act, arbitrary arrests of 
people, the gagging of the press, the suppres- 
sion of public meetings, the search for arms, 
the forbidding of men being out after dark 
without express permission. 

“I am not here to defend all the acts that 
bave been committed in the name of the Irisn 
cause. But we will not bold back from do- 
ing what is right because of the foolish 
conduct of some tew fools on this 
side of the Atlantic. I may say this in this 
city, where 1 understand the largest number 
of Fenians reside, though even bere they are 
not numerous. On the other band, we do not 
intend to be frightened into dom it one hour 
eur ler tuan we think just and proper. When 
Gladstone discussed with us his proposed 
home-rule bill he laid down five cardinal prin- 
ciples, of which be was not disposed to give up 
one iota, no matter how others might differ 
from him in the details: (1) That any measure 
that intended to deal with bome rule in Ire- 
land should provide for imperial unity; (2) 
that the interests of the three nations should 
be equally cared for; (3) that there should be 
an equitable adjustment of imperial taxation; 
(4) tnat the rights of the minority in matters 
of religion and convictions should be con- 
served; (5) that the measure, whatever it was, 
sbould partake of a final character.“ 

The speaker attributed the defeat of Glad- 
stone’s dill to the defection of the Liberals. 
The three things that brought this about, be 
said, were the cry of the Tories that the church 
was indanger. “No one was talking of the 
disestabiishment of the chureh just then,” 
said Mr. Aubrey, “although it will come very 
soon, believe me, in England.“ Another more 
potent cry was also raised by the Tories: 
“The disintegration of the Empire.“ In vain 
did the Liberals hoid up the fact that the pres- 
ent union was only a paper union. We have 
ruled Ireland by coercion and bave failed. 
Giadstone says: Let us rule her by love.’ 
But the chief argument of the Tories was the 
ery that the proposed land scheme would be a 
heavy burden on the English taxpayers. The 
most cogent argument for the tsxpayer is the 


breeches-pocket argument. The Tories, by 
misrepresentation, claimed that it would 
take $750, 000, 000 to buy up the 


Irish landiords, whereas Gladstone's plain 
proposition was this: About $150,000,000 
sbould be raised by the issue of Government 
bonds at 3 per centand loaned to the Irish 
tenants at 4 per cent interest, thus giving the 
State the advantage of 1 per cent on the trans- 
action. The tenants were to be at liberty to 
buy their holdings, Gladstone suggesting that 
sixteen years’ purchase time would meet the 
exigencies of the occasion.”’ 

Mr. Aubrey described the process of evic 
tions in Ireland and said 42,000 armed men, a 
regular army of constabulary, were kept in 
Ireland whose principal duty it was to carry 
out the executions of the courts and evict 
tenants. Ia the last month there had been 
about 1,000 evictions, whereby 5,431 
men, women, and children were placed 
on the road and infants leit to die by the road- 
side. The Tory party were about to take up 
the plans of the Liberals and make to the land- 
lords more liberal offers than even Gladstone 
did. He felt with Gladstone, that while be 
would like to have the task of carrying out 
his pet idea and would not like to see the To- 
ries get even the implied bonor of carrying 
out another man's suggestions, still his main 
desire was to see justice done. The time would 
come when Eugland and Ireland would be 
united by ties of love, when everything con- 
cerning Ireland would be of the greatest con- 
cern to Engiand and everything that concerned 
the other parts of the Empire would deeply en- 
gage the sympathies of Ireland.

The Bohemian Brass Band's Concert—Bos.- 
ton Ideals. 

A concert was given at Farwell Hall last 
evening by the Bohemian Brass Band from 
Prague. Bohemia has a music of its own, a 
national music that has not yet lost the flavor 
of the soil. The isolated intervais, the sudden 
modulations, the varying rhythms and wealth 
of decoration are as distinctive ot the old Jrag- 
mentary Bohemian music as verbal intricacies 
are of the uninspired post-Wagonerians. In 
interpretation it needs, though, the lighter 
grace of the strings and wooden winds. Take, 
for instance, the potpourri of Bohemian na- 
tional songs, an arrangement of Komzak, 
played last night. There was sonorous 
strength and intelligibility, but one listened in 
vain for a suggestion of the more suadowy 
effects.

Mr. Winston is in the Mayor's 
office every day, and is frequently closeted 
with him for an hour or more at a time. The 
Mayor openly prefers bis aavice to Hoffmann’s. 
This was shown the first week Hoffmann was 
in office. The question was raised whether the 
Mayor or City Council could authorize the ras 


It wes referred to Corpora- 
tion-Counsei Hoffmann for an opinion. He beld 


that the City Cougcli alone had authority. 
This did not suit the Mayor, and 
it is saia he got an opinion 


from Winston that be had the power to grant 
the permit.

Since that time there has been no cor- 
diality of feelng between them. Harrison on 
several occasions has acted contrary to the 
opinions of bis Corporation Counsel and in ac- 
cordance, it is said, with the views of Winston.

Hoffmann will be longideoid ins tojtake the Ap- 
praisersbip when once he is officially notified 
of his appointment. 

The Mayor, speaking of the appointment, 
said: It's a mighty tardy recognition on the 
part of the Administration of the working ele- 
ment of the party. It comes almost too late. 
What be oughtto have had, and what his 
friends worked for, was the District Attorney- 
ship. But be didn’t get that. I am giad, bow- 
ever, to see a really good man representing 
the working end of the party get a position 
Ike this. This is the first place the boys who 
work bard for the party have 80 far got from 
the Administration.”’

The First Steel Pens. 

When did steel pens come into use? Iron 
pens are mentioned by Chamberlayne in 1685; 
steel pens, made long before, began to come 
into ase about 18620, when the first gross of 
them was sold whoiesale for £7 4s. In 1830 tne 
price was 8s, and in 183268; a better pen is 
now sold for 6d a gross. Joseph Gillott intro 
duced great improvements in their make, and 
Perry began the side slits which give elasticity. 
The consumption and production of steel pens 
is now enormous; their patterns innumerable. 
Bight hundred tons of steel are consumed 
yearly in making them in this country alone. 
The world consumes aver 4,000,000 steel pens 
daily—that is nearly three tons. Gold pens 
are also now extensively made and are pre 
ferred for durability and resistance to the cor 
rosive action of ink. They have been im- 
proved by the ingenious but difficult process 
of affixing iridium to the points of tus nib, 
which from its extreme hardness resists wear 
for many years.

The Diamonds Worn by Prominent New 
York Politicians. 

Politicians who flouriapea in Boss Tweed's 
time were considered small fry indeed if they 
put in an appearance on momentous state 0c 
casions without diamond ornaments, The dec- 
oration that proved a citizen to be a true biue 
of the Tammany tribe was the Americus Club 
tiger, with eyes of flashing briliiants. But if 
the golden tiger were there it made little dif- 
ference whether his eyes were diamonds, ru- 
bies, opals, or emeralds. 

Diamonds have always been in more general 
use among Democratic statesmen than among 
Repubiicans, and young aspirants for power 
and place are more partial to them than the 
old veterans. John Kelly never wore a dia- 
mond ornament, and in bis late years Samuel 
J. Tilden decked bis person with no other 
jewels than plain pearl studs. When a young 
man he wore diamonds in profusion of the 
most beautiful and expensive types, but he 
always kept within the limits of the severest 
taste. 

Abram 8. Hewitt never wears diamonds,'and 
neither does re Roosevelt nor Henry 
George. In fact, the men who bave filled the 
Mayoralty chair during the last twenty years 
were, with scarcely an exception, remarkabie 
for the simplicity of their dress and the ab- 
sence of jeweled ornaments of a showy or ex- 
pensive character. Mayors Grace, Cooper, 
Biy, and Havemeyer never appeured at Oly 
Hail in diamond stuas. Mayor Wickham dis- 
played diamond studs and collar buttons very 
frequently, but Mayor Edson never wore them 
except in full evening dress. 

Roswell P. Fiower is a sworn enemy to dia- 
monds as articles of personal ornament. He 
bas been frequently beard to say: 

“Persons who require jewels to show off 
their points, or to draw off attention from nat- 
ura) defects, are to be pitied rather than com- 
plimented. Diamonds are all very well for 
sporting men and borse-jockeys.”’ 

Notwithstandmg this very positive expres- 
sion of opinion, Mr. Flower is the owner of a 
beautiful diamond of the purest water, which 
be wears every day. It is set in a heavy gold 
ring worn on the second finger of his left hand. 
The diamond is always carried on the inside, 
and cannot be seen uniess the hand is opened 
out. His iotimate friends suppose it to be 
nothing more than a plain gold ring. Mr 
Flower wears it because itis a present from 
his wife. 

None of the Judges of the higher courts in 
this jurisdiction make a show ot jewelry, but 
it is different among the magistrates who pre- 
side in the police courts. J. Henry Ford has 
the reputation of being the best dressed man 
on the police bench. He is a good judge of 
diamonds and owns many valuabie sets. Jus 
tice Hatterson wears diamond studs regularly, 
and Justices Murray and Duffy occasionally. 

John J. O’Brien, Robert G. McCord, and 
Barney Bigiin, the celebrated boy trio of 
Republicans, emulate one another in the size 
and quality of the diamonds they display. 
„Shed“ Shook, the Republican leader in the 
Fifteenth District, carries of the palm from 
them all. Everybody who trequents the 
Mcrton House must have seen and admired his 
$4,000 solitaire, which weighs tour and a halt 
carats. 

Several of the statesmen who were elected 
to Congress last Tuesday are wearers of costly 
jeweis. “Tim”, Campbell’s sehirt-front is 
covered over with a cluster an inch square. 
His friends say cluster is composed of 
diamonds of pure water vaiued at $6,700; but 
his political foes declare they are paste jeweis 
which can be duplicated in the Bowery tor 50 
cents, 

Congressman-elect Amos J. Cummings ap- 
pears in very small and seat diamond studs on 


dress occassions, but Congressman Truman A. 


Merriman thinks he is a big diamond himself 
and needs no foreign adornments. Bourke 
Cockran hasaliking for diamond studs, but 
Gen. Spinola and Lioyd Bryce are satisfied 
with diamond ocollar-buttons. Perry Belmont 
rarely displays a diamond, and then only very 
small studs in evening dress. Tom Grady 
will sport diamonds in 1888. 

The most gorgeous and beautiful diamonds 
worn by publle men in this city, which cannot 
be classed as loud, are probably those which 
deck the persons of Police Commissioner John 
J. McClave and Richard M. Walters, the Tam- 
many brave. Mre. MoClave wears a pair of 
diamond ear-rings which arouse envy in the 
breast of every lady in the bouse when she en- 
ters a theatre. As sbe twists ber pretty head 
around when tne lights are turned low they 
glitter and sparkle like a lantern in the cham- 
ber of a coaimine. They are gems of rare 
beauty and high value. 

Captain Williams wears big diamonds in the 
evening, as does also ex-Police-Superintendent 
Kelso. Sheriff Grant cares nothmg for dia- 
monds, but Register John Reilly, Tom Costi- 
gan, Nick Mulier, Jim Barker, Rollin M. Squire, 
and Martin B. Brown love them dearly. Mr. 
Charles Steckler, brother of the Judge, wears 
a diamond solitaire valued at $1,500. Lawyer 
William F. Howe wears a cluster not quite as 
big as a buckwheat cake, and littie Lawyer 
Hummel wears very neat diamonds. He re- 
ceived a present of a new set from Lord Lons- 
dale. Joseph J. O’Donobue, the Tammany 
chieftain, wears very pretty diamond studs, 
Robert B. Nooney, the President of the Board 
ot Aldermen, and Herry W. Beekman, the 
President-elect, both grace their bosoms with 
glittering gems.—New York Journal.

FORTUNES BY LUCK. 


The Wall Street Man Frequently Gets Rich 
by the Purest Accident. 

A well-known broker of Wall street was 
chatting a few days ago with some friends, and 
somewhat surprised them by asserting that 
tuck bas bad more to do with the making of 
sudden and immense fortunes in the street 
than is commoniy supposed. He referred for 
one example to his own experience, and said 
that twice he had found himself a hundred 
thousand dollars or more better off at night 
than be was in tne morning, and had at once 
realized, although when he went down to the 
street that day he had no wea of making such 
a comfortable sum. Three times by sbeer ac- 
cident, for which be was not to blame, he had 
lost a pretty little fortune, and be believed that 
his own experience could be matched by very 
many of the speculators of the street. OF 
course, he excepted those great operators 
who, from their control of immense amounts 
of cash, from their ownership of controll ing 
interests in large properties, and their ability 
to manipulate the market, were placed be- 
yond the power of lucky or uniucky accident 
to affect greatly their wealth. 

„Perhaps the most remarkable case that 
ever came under my observation,” the broker 
went on to say, was that of one of the most 
conservative men now on the street. He is 
now simply a broker, and since ack Friday 
has never speculated one dollar's worth. You 
remember that three or four men brought on 
the panic now known as Black Friday by cor- 
nering gold and running the price up till many 
operators were ruined, the street was ina 
wild panic, and universal smash seemed im- 
minent. These men relied on what they be- 
lieved to be good assurance that the Govern- 
ment would put no gold on the market that 
day, and they bad locked up pretty much all 
the rest of the gold in wwe country that was 
available. Right in the midst of the panic, 
when the street was like a madhouse, and 
many men who in the moraing supposed them- 
selves rich were almost stark staring mad over 
the ruin which bad befallen them iu a few 
hours, and when almost the bighest figures 
bad been touched and nobody was selling 
short, this broker to whom I refer suddenly 
lost bis head. He had covered early in the 
morning at a comparatively small loss, and 
bad been looking in during the day without 
any personal anxiety, except that caused by 
the fear of a panic that would knock the bot- 
tom out of everything. Suddenly. he never 
knew why, nor bas he any but te most vague 
recollecuon of the transaction, be rusbed into 
the bawling, bowling pit and sold right and 
left at their bigbest figures. He probably 
might bave avoided bis contracts or bis friends 
have invalidated them for him, for ne was un- 
doubtedly insane when be did this, At ail 
events ho was still selling when suddenly there 
came that little message from Secretary Bout- 
well that knocked the bottom out of the cor- 
ner in the twinkling of an eye, Sell 5,000,000 
of gold.“ 

In half an bour more my friend would 
have been a jupatic pauper, and, as it was, his 
brother, I think, or some near relative, found 
him utterly irresponsible, and with a good deal 
of difficulty led bim away to his office. There, 
when be was told of the order of Boutwell 
and that the bottom had dropped out of the 
panio, he did not seem to comprehend the 
truth at all, but mumbled something which 
nobody understood. His contracts, however, 
were found and taken care of by bis clerka, 
ana a rapid estimate showed that he stood to 
the good not fer from s quarter of a million. 
When they told bim he did nut seem to com- 
prebend. He bad not been drinking, for he 
was ateetotaler. Suddeniy they missed him. 
They could not find bim in me street, nor in 
the gold room, nor in any of the other brokers’ 
offices he was accustomed to visit. Nobody 
bad seen bim. He had not gone to bis home, 
and bis family at midnight, becommeg 
thoroughiy alarmed, notified the police 
that he was missing and temporarily de- 
ranged. He was found wandering up Broad- 
way long past midnight, muttering his calls 
and recognizing po ove. Nor did he know any 
one for neariy two weeks, He was on the verge 
of paralysis of the brain, and barely pulled 
through, When after two weeks’ Ulness he 
woke one morning rational his first thought 
was that he was on ‘Change. He remembered 
nothing of his operauons, but recalled very 
vividly so much of the panic as he bad wit- 
nessed before he began to operate bimself. It 
was a long time before his physician permitted 
him to be told that he bad by his crazy freak 
made a tortune. He bas kent it, too, for from 
that day to this, as I said, be has never bought 
a stock except for investment. 

“There was another case that I'm always 
reminded of when Isee a young man in the 
street, who is a very bright chap, and will be 
heard from some day. His father was the 
President of a savings bank somewhere down 
East, and somewbere in 1870 took à jot of 
Southern Minnesota seconds at 90. He intend- 
ed to buy them for the bahk, but thinking he 
had a good thing kept them himself. The 
panic of 1878 knocked Southern Minnesotas 
down to nothing, and the President threw the 
bonds into a box in bis library at his house. 
He was afterward obliged to compromise with 
his creditors and threw inulotof stuff, among 
it being, as be supposed, the Soutbern Minne- 
sotas. The whole lot at that time would not 
have brought over $200. Later this 
man came to New York and went on 
the street. He made money at first, but 
either in the summer of 1880 or early in 1881 
he was badly bitten in oil, and was, as be 
supposed, a ruined man again. The very er- 
ening that he had made up his mind to ask the 


- next day for an accommodation from his cred- 


ftors, bis boy, who was then about 14, came to 
him to ask if be might have a piece of paper 
with pictures on it to past® in his sorap- 
book. 

The father was about to say yes without 
looking, when he recognized the crisp rustling 
of parchment paper, such as is usually used 
for bonds. He snatched the bond from the 
boy’s band, and it was a Southern Minnesota, 
worth about par.

They 
were worthiess when de put them away, but 
they were worth their face now—something 
Une $80,000, I think; at all events enough to 
but our friend on his feet, and be hasn’t 
touched athing since that basn’t turned to 
gold. He bas just taken the boy into bis office, 
and a mighty bricht lad be is, and his father 
thinks be is a genuine Mascot. 

*T could tell you of a number of other re- 
markabie pieces of pure luck that have made 
some of our operators middling rich, and I 
doubt whether the ‘Thousand and One Nights’

THE LIFE OF A JOCKEY. 


AN INTERESTING INTERVIEW WITH 
A WELL-KNOWN RIDER. 


How Accidents Occur Upon the Track—The 
Art of Staying in the Saddle—How 
Trainers Are Sometimes Responsible for 
Losing a Race—The Ambition of the Av- 
erage Stable Boy—The False Theory 
that Horses Know Why They Are Run- 
ning. 


New York, Nov. 11.—[Special Correspond- 
ence.)~—-William Donobue, jockey, is now en- 
joying for the fourth time the leigure that 
comes with a broken leg. Tue word enjoy- 
ing is used advisedly, for Donohue is a rich 
man and appreciates the advantages 
of a tat bank account. He might choose to 
spend a vacation of a few months in a differ- 
ent way from that forced upon him by acci- 
dent, but in his luxurious home he takes his 
fate philosophically and does not permit bis 
mishapto make him unhappy. Like most 
jockeys he is a small man and very sligut. 
The diminutive quality of bis figure extends 
to bis feet, which are as slender and ciegant 
as the veriest dude could wish for. Seated in 
a deeply cushioned easy chair in his house on 
One Hundred and Twenty-ninth street today 
he said regarding his accident: 

“I thought this was going to be a serious 
affair at first, for it's the third break on that 
leg (the left one). But I never knew anybody 
to get over such an accident so quickly. I 
Have surprised even my doctor. I was ia bed 
only seventeen days, and now I get about 
pretty muen as I wantto. I walk three miles 
a Gay for exercise with the aid of my crutohes. 
The accident was undoubtedly due to the im- 
proper riding of my competitor. He crowded 

me to the rail trying to 
get into a position that 
be could not take witb- 
out fore me out, 
when I bad the right of 
the course, I suppose 
there is a kind of re- 
dress open to me, but 
what would be the use 
of taking it? He never 
meant to burt me—he only wanted to win the 
race — and if I should prosecute it would only 
bring us both trouble, It wouldu't mend my 


leg.

„O, yes; I shall go at it again in the spring. 
It’s a lite that once entered on a man never 
can give up. Once let aman get to banging 
round the stables, and finally strike a job, and 
you can’t drag him away from it after that for 
love ormoney. Mostof us get into it when 
we are boys. There’s hardly a jockey that 
was not picked up as a boy who had a passion 
for spending bis time about the stables; some 
one would see him, give him sometbing to do, 
or perbaps imagine that there might be the 
making of a , bim, and put him into 
trainmg. After a boy gets old enough to ride 
it takes usually two or three years before be 
is good enough to be trusted with a race. 
There are cases, thougb, where a boy shows so 
much stuff in bim that he gete a chance to 
race after one year’s training. The trainer is 
a person of immense importance in a stable. 
The public knows and sees more of the jock- 
eys, butasa factthe trainer is frequently 
more responsible for the result of a race than 
the rider, and when not in the saddle the jock- 
ey is the trainer's assistant. He has a great 
deal todo. He must see that the horse 1s con- 
stantly in good condition; must look after him 
at the beginomg and end of every bit of exer- 
cise be takes; must do the same before and after 
every race; must decide when the horse must 
exercise and whether be shali be taken for a 
walk or a gallop, etc, Now, you get a stabie- 
ful of borses and you will see that the trainer 
bas bis bands full, The jockey has plenty to 
do in helping the trainer look after the horses. 
Notonly is his work in this line necessary to 
keep the borses in trim, but it is also neces- 
sary for the jockey himself, especially in the 
first of the season, when de is gettmg into 
form. I suppose every jockey lays on the fat 
in the winter to make 
up for his spare diet 
during the season.

walke wearing sweaters, do some running, and 
the like. After that we bave to ride a good 
deal before the saddle seems exactiy as it 
ought to. There are lots of little points about 
horses that a man lesrns by working at the 
stables that belp him in his riding but that are 
dificult to sit down and talk about. The 
jockey who grew up as a stable-Doy can make 
good use of the knowledge he got while clean- 
ing up, and leading the horses out for an air- 
ing, and such work. Itis the dream of the 
stable-boy to get a mount ina race. Some of 
the ‘boys,’ you know, are well along in years, 
but I don’t think they ever quite give up the 
hope that some day circumstances will bring 
them a chance to ride over the course in a 
contest.“ 

„Are all jockeys trained in the same style of 
riding ?” 

“ Yes, but each jockey just the same bas his 
own way of doing 
jockeys differ, but the same jockey will not 
ride two horses the same war. The puniic 
may not be able to see the difference, but it 
exists, and the expert borseman can tell 
at a glance where it 16. And tnat reminds me; 
there is a good deal of newspaper talk about a 
jockey losing a race by bad riding. That is un 
just. The jockey once in the saddie is, of 
course, the only one the public can look to 
for responsibility, and if anything goes wrong 
be bas to stand it; but the fact remains that 
many a race bas been lost by a jockey simply 
because be obeyed instructions—not instruc 
tions to lose, but the points. that a trainer 
always gives before a race is run. The 
trainer is supposed to know all about tue 
horse, just what his qualities and peculiarities 
are, and the jockey is obliged to depend upon 
bim. Now the trainer may be mistaken, and, 
unfortunately, frequently is so. Then the 
jockey and the borse and bis backers are likely 
to suffer. You may not know that it fre- 
quently happens that a jockey never mounted 
a partioular horse before the race in which he 
is to ride him. Bup- 
pose the trainer says 
that the horse is not 
much on speed, but is 
a good stayer. I re- 
member a case of the 
kind in my own er- 
perience. I pusned the 
horse for pretty much 
—— all that be was worth, 

UNSEATED. and found that be was 
doing first-class; we went ahead of every- 
thing, and I thought we bad the race dead. 
But on the bomestretch the borse, instead of 
staying, gave out all at once, and another 
came shooting by and got the race. 
Then there was a howl about bad 
riding, bad judgment, and so forth. Now, 
the trainer bad been the man who misjudged 
the horse. I had to take bis word for it, and 
rode the horse as a stayer when | should have 
done the otber thing, for speed was his strong 
point. It I had held him ſu more on the back- 
stretch and then pushed him at the finish I 
would probably have won. On general princi- 
ples the more a man hag rode a horse the bet- 
ter he will ride tim, 

„n doesn’t take so much strength to ride 
well as a knack at it, 1 think. The first thing 
a wan learns, though it is something that comes 
to bim rather than is taught to him, is bow to 
stay in the saddle. The best rider, though, 
may not always find it possible to hang on 
when a borse gets fractious. One of the times 
when I got my let broke I was thrown out and 
tell upon a scales platform, coming down with 
my let under me in such a way that it couldn't 
give any; so it broke, Then a jockey must 
get that knack of leaning forward that makes 
most of them roundshouldered, This is for a 
double purpose: to bring the balance of weight

On general 
principles the word of the trainer is law, and 
if be gives bad points so much the worse for 
the jockey and the pubite. 

‘Through the season we have to keep down 
to our lowest weight or as near that as 
sible. To acoomplish that we limit our diet 
to rare meats and a little bread, with very few 
vegetables. And, of course, we take constant 
exercise. A race every day is quite sufficient: 
the strain of rapid riding, though not over- 
work, is after all po little exertion, and if a 
man had not trained for it ne could not en-

* What are the principal dangers of riding?” 

They arise from acpident that no one can 
foresee to the horse aud from reckless riding 
either of yourself or your opponent. As I 
said, the cause of my present trouble was the 
foul made by a rival jockey; but it might not 

have hurt me a bit if 
tho borse bad not fallen 
on me. itis hard tell 
ing what makes a horse 
fall. If you are riding 


that strices long. 
may make your horse 
stumbie by running 
against bis flank. A 
careful jockey riding «4 
GETTING WELL. horse with a long stride 
will avoid pressing too near another that paces 
short, for the danger is great that if the long 
one fouls the other at all it will make bim fall. 
A jockey knows the character of the stride of 
the borse he rides the minute he has started 
for the line, Sometimes a horse stumbies and 
falls when there i sno apparent cause; 
it may be he is run out, as the 
sprinters say: may be he slipped 
somehow on the turf; you can’t tell any more 
than that you are off and be is down, and if 
you happen to come under bim you get over 
it on crutches. But 1 don't think it a very 
dangerous business. It requires dare and 
courage, perhaps, for a man certainly could 
not ride well who felt at alitimid. And it can 
be said of every jockey that he ought to bave 
a clear, coo! bead, capable of quick judgment. 
For in a race there is fo time to consider and 
weigh two plans when an opponent is preasing 
you. You must adopta policy on the spot, 
and if it consists of urging, or bard riding, 
you must make that your style and stick to it. 
“Tne disappointed public sometimes gets 
the idea that jockeys throw arace. I think it 
is exceedingly rare that {bis is the cage, If a 
jocky was dishonest enough to do that, don’t 
you see that it couldn’t be a good polices for 

him? No, sir; the jockey rides to wine 
time, and he learns points about riding in gen- 
eral and horses in particular that he may bring 
out the best speed, not the poorest, It I 
badn’t ridden my horses to win, for instance, I 
wouldn't be living bere, and most likely I'd be 
all out of a job and no chance of getting one, 

It's the same with other jockeys I am sure.“ 


SCIENTIFIC BREVITIES. 


Curious Facts Brought to Light by the 
World's Thoughtful Men, 

A striking example of the need for accurate 
computation in making estimates is given in 
an article in a recent Independent dy Henry 
Clews on the supply and loss of petroleum 
within the earth. The writer made the state 
ment that enough oll had been taken out of 
the earth to forma lake as large as Ontario. 
This statement bas been dented by agprofessor 
in one of our leading Western colleges, through 
the columns of the same paper, and be shows 
that tbis cannot be possible, as at the present 
enormous rate of output it would take at the 
lowest estimate 60,000 years to fill the lake! 

The subject of cremation is assuming more 
importance daily. Itis now proposed to util- 
ize the electric current for this purpose. The 
boay enveloped in a shroud of asbestos is laid 
upon two large copper plates separated a foot 
er more from each other. These plates are 
connected with dynamos of great 
motive power. On turning on the current the 
body is rapidly consumed, as, cocupying the 
same position as the carbon ot an electrio- 
lamp, it becomes highly beated. The process 
is said to be much more rapid than the old 
method, and is certainly not so objechonable 
ia many respects. 

Sir William Thompson, the celebrated En- 
glish physicist, has given as bis conclusion 
from a study of the rate of rediatim of heat 
from the sun that: It seems, therefore, on 
the whole, most probable that the sun has not 
illuminated the earth for 100,000,000 years and 
almost certain that he bag not done so for 
500,000,000 years, As for the future we may 
say, with equal certainty, that inhabitants of 
the earth cannot continue to enjoy the light 
and heat essential to their life for many mill- 
ion years longer unless sources now unknown 
to us are prepared in the great storehouse of 
creation.’ 

A most ingenious application bas been made 
recently to detect exactly a leakage in an un- 
derground watermain. The apparatus con- 
sists of an ordinary micropbone, a dry battery, 
and a telephone. It is used principally for 
detecting badly-fitting water-cocas. It is said 
that when placed upon a cock a leak of only 
one or two drops per second causes sufficient 
vibration to the metal to give perfectiy dis- 
tinct indication in the telephone. Experiments 
with it both in this country and England bave 
proven its success, and the method has been 
adopted already by many water companies in 
Germany. :

Accordimg to bis me- 
ory the mik dilutes the poison, incloses it 
within its coagula, protects thus the coat of 
the stomach, and, if the stomach is in condi- 
tion for absorotion ana digestion, it forms an 
alimentof the higbest order, 

M. d’Arsouval, an able French physiologist, 
has published some valuable investigations 
concern the heat produced by muscular 
action. is fact, well known to physiologists,

A Too Paternal Government. 

A work on the Frenoh postal service, just 
publishea in Paris, givés some curious details 
of the sivister institution Known as Le 
Cabinet Notr.“ Its origin dates back as far as 
Louis XI., who instituted it for the purpose 
of discovering the seeret thoughts and domgs 
of bis subjects. Under Richelieu the art of 
the ramollissement des cacbets, as it was then 
styled, was practiced on a large scale. But it 
was not till the peign of Louis XIV. that the 
famous Cabinet was officially created. Spe- 
cial employés were engaged to unsecal the let- 
ters at the post-office and to make known 
their contents to the King. 

Under Louis XV. the institution was further 
developed. The highest personages at court 
were subject to the indiscretions of the post. 
It is of no use my sealing my letters,“ wrote 
the mother of the Regent.“ they bave fabri- 
cated a kind of composition out of quicksilver 
and other substances which removes the wax, 
and when the letters are opened and copied 
they seal them up again so cieveriv that no- 
body can detect the trick.“ Ii was by this 
means that the Government discovered al! the 
details of the Cellamare conspiracy. The Rev- 
olution abolished the Cabinet, and enacted se- 
vere penalties against tampering with letters: 
but the system was revived by Napoleon I.. 
who made extensive application of it. It con- 
tinued under the Restoration, as the Duc de 
Brogiié shows in his souvenirs. During the 
reign of Napoleon III. it was reorganized on a 
more comprehensive pian, and asum of 6.000 
francs a year was devoted to it out of the 
secret-service grants. Twenty-two employés 
were constantly engaged in manipulating the 
letters. Since the faliof the Second Empire 
the Cabinet Noir has ceased to exist. 


The Czar’s German Uniform,

at Brest-Litovek to compliment the Czar on 
behalf of the Emperor William, the Russian 
potentate ordered bis head valet to get ready 
bis German uniform for the morrow. * But, 
sire, we bave brought no German uniform 
with us,” replied the valet, turning pale;

At 6 o'clock an 
imperial “ctasseur”’ arrived with a small 
portmanteau containing the German uniform, 
and two seconds afterwards the locomotive de- 
parted at full speed. Other engines were in 
readiness at Dunaberg and Viina. The uni- 
form reached Brest-Litovek at 7 in the morn- 
ing in good condition; as for the chasseur, he 
was “en bastante mal estado,” which was 
very natural after a journey of &20 versts, or 
over 600 miles, in thirteen bours, without 
stopping. Prince William arrived an hour 
later, and that is how the Ozar was enabled to 
receive him at the Litovek station clad in his 
German uniform.—Moscow Viedomosti.

Proportion of Deaths by Lightning. 

The yearly average number of deaths from 
lightning in Engiand is twenty-tiree, or four 
and four-tenths per 100,000 deaths. As a wen- 
eral rule it seems that unless persons are killed 
on the spot by lightning they recover. A 
person struck by lightning is more or less 
stunned, and deprived of consciousness for a 
time, often, no doubt, by mere fright, in which 
case the effect is transient; but sometimes in 
consequence of ashock given to the brain, in 
which case there is a certain amount of paral- 
ysis of motion and sensation. The appearances 
after death of bodies which have been struck 
by hgbtoing vary extremely, Sometimes they 
retain the pos don which they occupied when 
struck; while in other cages they may be 
dashed to a considerable. distance. Their 
clothes are often burnt or torn, and have a 
singed smell. Metallic substances 

about the body present signs of fusion, while

Light Operas as Given by the Boston Ideals 
, and Thalia Companies, — 
The Boston Ideals have been at the Grand 
all week, and the Thalia company closed last 
night an engagement at the Columtia. One 
has had light operas of every sort—*: Fra Di- 
avolo,” “The Maid of Honor,” Don 
Ceesar,” ana 4 Night in Grenada.” Fach 
odmpauy bas bad opportunity to show its full 
strength, and the public bas accorded a gen- 
erous patronage to each. The two best-known 
classes of light opera offer a pretty contrast. 
The Frenet bave a habit of seeing things as a 
whole. While often narrow their works are 
unified, consistent, and vivid. One can for- 
give narrowness and shallowness when the lim- 


itations appear to be be those of choice and not 


those of poverty. The lack of artistic spa- 


ciousness is easily torgiven when one rec- 
Ognizes that the limits are seif-set. There is 


hardiy any light opera of the Freneh school - 


that is not a work of consistent intelligibility, 
although it may be but a petty thing. The 
German school tends to the pbotoeraphy. 
There are no elusive effects; the opera is an 
entirety made up of parts, and, as in tho 
Trumpeter of Säckingen, one can almost see 
the Fointures. 

The Boston Ideals is undoubtedly one of the 
completest companies giving iight opera in 
En@iish. The chorus is fresh voiced and well 
trained. and, witbal, the feminine part is pret- 
ty. The list of principals isalong one, and, 
with trifiiug exceptions, is composed of tried 
artists. Miss Marie Stone, Miss Huntington, 
Miss Lablache, ana Miss de Lussan are, music- 
ally considered, among the bes. singers on the 
stage, if one except those in serious opera. 
The list of the male principals, including Mr. 
Carl, Mr. Clark, Mr. Morawski, and, of course, 
Mr. Barnabee, is almost equally attractive. 
The German company is by no means as well 
favored. Miss Meffert is a very mediocre 
singer, and the chief musical burden is borne 
by Miss Kronald, Mr. Schuetz, Mr. Rathjens, 
and Mr. Lube, who sings effectively in the 
buriesco vein. And yet the Thalia company 
does the better work from an artistic point 
of view. It gives the opera, be it the

Anton Rubinstein has accepted the post 
made vacant by the resignation of Hans von 
Bülow, of conductor of the Russian Musical So- 
ciety.

THE BLUE LAWS IN BOSTON. 


Why Dr. MeCosh Did Not Receleve an Hon- 
orary Degree in Cambridge, 

Boston, Mass., Nov. 13. —(Special.| — The 
old Blue laws concerning the observance of 
Sunday in Massachusetts are bemg rapidly 
overhauled. Yesterday the Supreme Court de- 
cided a case of much publie interest. It was 
that of a barber in Worcester wbo was fined 
for keeping his shop open the Lord's day. 
He appealed, as did some Boston barbers. The 
Bostonians have had their cases dropped by 
mutual consent, and this is the first official 
opinion on record: 

Keeping open a shop or workhouse the Lord’s 
day, for the purpose of doing business with the 
public indiscriminately, is an offense in itself. 
The Legislature intended by this statute to — 
the ordinary places of traffic, business, and wor 
closed that day, so that those persons who de- 
sired to relax from laborand business and attend 
to private and public worship might not be dis- 
turbed by those who chose to pursue their wor!d- 
ly business and avocations in open shop. The 
complaint alleged that the defendant kept 
open his sho the Lord's day “for the 

urpose of doing business therein—name- 
„: cutting hat and shaving beards, the 
same not being works of necessity or charity.“ 
The offense is fully set out by omitting the words 
the same not being works of necessity or char- 
ty.“ They can, therefore, be stricken out as sur- 
plusage and the complaint will be complete. We 
are not called upon to pass on the question 
whether it is a work of necessity to cut hair and 
shave beards the Lord's day. This question 
does not arise in the present case. We construe 
the statute to mean that the law prohibits the 
keeping open a shop, warehouse, or workhouse 
for the purpose of doing business therein the 
Lord's day, and that it is immaterial what that 
business may be, 

During the lastjfortnigbt the outiook in the 
contest for the seat in the Uo:ted States Senate, 
now occupied by Henry L. Dawes, has changed 
materially, Tue chances of the present Sen- 
ator for succeeding himself dave steadily de- 
creased, and some of his warmest friends now 
admit that be is third inthe race, because of 
the daily growimg boom ot Gov.

The Governor is not a man who makes timseif 
strong by gis personal friends us. There nas 
been nothing striking or brillant in bis aawin- 
istrative career to make the people enthusias- 
tic over bim as an executivefofiicer. To be 
sure he has been conservative and littie criti- 
ised, Dut it is through his speeches that Gov. 
Robinson wins supporters by hundreds. His 
active part in the State Campaign gave 
him. a new bold on the people. 
“He always says exactly the right 
thing.“ applied to him so many times, has 
broken out again on ail sides. It there was 
anything lacking the Governur made su of 
it in big Harvard speech to the President. 
For the nextdvy or twoa loud buzz of ap- 
plause ran all over the State. Many of the leg- 
isiators pronounce openly for Robinson, while 
be will be the choice of all, or nearly all, of the 
Dawes men. itis this combination that threat- 
ens Long’s candidacy. On this account the 
caucusing is growing livelier every day.

AN INEFFICIENT QUARANTINE 


If What Mr. Elvey Says About the Cattle at 
the Harvey Farm Is Correct. 

Thomas K. Elvey, No. 918 West Madison 
street, complains that the quarantine on the 
Harvey farm beyond Humboldt Park is loosely 
conducted. He is snxious to obtain posses. 
sion of a full-blooded Jersey heifer of his 
which has been pasturing there for some 
moutbs, but the State authorities will not let 
him have it, although it is perfectiy healthy. 
Mr. Bivey states that when be went out to the 
farm Friday he tound that diseased and 
healthy cows were being milked- indiscrimi- 
nately, and Was informed by the man in charge 
that the milk was mixed and then sent into 
the city. Healthy cattle were runnimg with 
those that were known to be diseased, ana the 
berd was allowed to roam at will on the prairie 
at least a mile beyond the farm. His Jersey 
heifer was running with fifty or sixty others. 
one at least of whieh was admitted to be at- 
fected with pleuro-pneumonia. Six of the 
cows most seriously affeeted were in a wire 
pen, but there was nothing to prevent the 
healthy cattle coming close Upto them. Mr. 
Elvey values his beifer at $300, and thinks that 
the State Veterinarian might extend the quar- 
antine so as to allow him to quarter the heifer 
in his own barn. 


Killed by a Cannon Explosion, 

GALEsBuRG, III., Nov. 13.—A terrible acci- 
dent occurred at Anoxville about 9 o'clock 
yesterday evening while a celebration in honor 
of Gen. Post's election to Congresse was in 
progress.

THE SUNDAY-SCHOOL LESSON WHICH 
IS TO BE STUDIED TODAY. 


Bible Prophecies to Be Discussed at the 
Convention Which Will Meet at Farwell 
Hall This Week—Reopening of the Hal- 
sted Street Chureh—The Usual Variety 
of Topics Selected by Chicago Ministers 
for the Instruction of Their Congrega- 
tions. 

Christ's Disciples had been commanded to go 
into Galilee and there wait for Him. While 
there they bad returned to their old occupa- 
tion as fishermen. On the occasion here de- 
scribed they nad been fishing all night with- 
out success. The exact period of time that 
had elapsed since the last lesson is unknown, 
but it was between the eighth and fortieth day 
after the resurrection. The scene occurred 
on the Sea of Tiberias, probably near Beth- 
saida, the home of Andrew and Peter. It was 
also called Galilee and Gennesaret, and-was a 
fresh-water lake, twelve miles iong and six 
miles wide, with the River Jordan ruoning 
through it. Many of the noted events in the 
life of Christ occurred about it or upon it. 

The sacred narrative 16 as follows: 

4. But when day was now breaking, Jesus 
stood on the beach; howbeit the disciples 
knew not that it was Jesus. 5. Jesus there- 
fore eaith unto them, Children, have ye aught 
toeat? They answered Him, No. 6. And He 
said unto them, Cast the net on the right side 
of the boat and ye shall lad. They cast there- 
fore, and now they were not abie to draw it for 
the multitude of fishes. 7. That disciple 
therefore whom Jesus loved saith unto Peter, 
It is the Lord, So when Simon Peter beard 
that it was the Lord, he girt his coat about 
bim (for he was naked) and cast bimself into 
the sea. 8. But the other disciples came in 
tne little boat (for they were not far from the 
land, but about 200 cubits off), dragging the 
net tull of fishes,” 9. So when they got out 
upon the land they see a fire of coais there, 
and fish laid thereon, and bread. 10. Jesus 
saith unto them, Bring of the tish 
which ye have. cow taken. II. Simon 
Peter therefore went up and drew the 
net to land, full of great Ashes, a hun- 
dred and fifty and three; and for all 
there were 30 many, the net was not rent. 12. 
Jesus saith unto them, Come and break your 
ast. And none of the disciples durst inquire 
of Him, Who art thou? knowing that it was the 
Lord. 13. Jesus cometh, and taketh the bread 
and giveth them, and the fab likewise. 14. 
This is nov the third time that Jesus was man- 
ifested to the disciples, after that He was risen 
from the dead. 15. So when they had broken 
their fast, Jesus saith to Simon Peter, Simon. 
son of Jobn, lovest thou Me more than these? 
He saith unto Him, Yea, Lord; Thou knowest 
that I love Thee. He saith unto him, Feed my 
lambs. 16. He saith to dim again a second 
time, Simon, son of John, lovest thou Me? He 
saith unto Him, Yea, Lord; Thou knowest that 
I love Thee. He saith uoto him, Tend my 
sheep. 17. He saith unto bim the third ume, 
Simon, son of John, lovest thou Me? Peter 
was grieved because Ne said unto him 
the third time. Lovest thou Me? And 
he said unto Him, Lord, Thou knowest 
allthings; thou knowest that I love Thee. Jesus 
saith unto him, Feed my sheep. 168. Verily, 
verily, I say unto thee, When thou wast young 
thou girdest thyse/f and waikest whither thou 
wouldst; but when thou shalt be old thou 
shalt etretch forth thy hands and another 
shall gird thee and carry thee whither thou 
wouldest not. 19. Now this He spake, signify- 
ing by what manner of death He should giorify 
God. Aud when He had spoken this He saith 
unto him, Follow me. 

The chief thought to be learned from the 
lesson is the test and work of the believer: 
After Christ's searching questions, thrice re- 
peated, and the assurances of love and loyaity 
on the part of tue disciple, He told him of the 
work to be done. He especially should look 
after the young converts, and should be watch- 
ful and heipfui that others should not make 
the mistake he did. 

The golden text is: “He sata unto him, 
‘Feed my lambs." Jobn, xxi, 15.

A GYPSY’S BAGS OF GOLD. 


A “ Pauger” Nomad in a Steamship Cabin 
Raises a Miilionaire’s Pile. 

New Tonk. Nov. 13.— [Special. I— When the 
Spanish steamship Baldermero Yglesias ar- 
rived from Havana yesterday word was sent 
to Collector Magone at the custom-bouse that 
a band of lawless, pauper gypsies, who were 
passengers on her, were about to land. The 
Collector immediately issued instructions to 
Superintendent Jackson of Castle Garden to 


restrain them and have a proper investigation 
made. A representative of the Emigration 
Commissioners was immediateiy dispatched to 
Brooklyn, where the steamship lay, to see the 
people. On the vessel he found Betriel Maron- 
witch, a fantastically-attired French gypsy, 
and his family, a wife and seven children, to- 
gether with several of the tribe of 
which Maronwitch chief. The band 
bad several donkeys, ars, monkeys, and 
“luck birds,” but denied baving any money. 
Their own acknowledgment of poverty would 
have been sufficient under the law to warrant 
the authorities sending them back as paupers. 
By some means, however, Commissioner Starr, 
the wealthy bank President, heard of the case 
and decided to investigate it personally. In 
company with boarding officers Hurlich and 
Eichler Mr. Starr paid a visit to the band yes- 
terday afternoon. The gypsy chief had evi- 
dently been posted on the lass. for whea Mr. 
Starr asked, with due severity, Have you 
any mosey, sir?” he bowed politely and in- 
vited them into his stateroom. Producing a 
large iron-bound oak cbest, be said, suavely 
motioning bis visitors to be seated: “Gentle 
men, I think Ihave the right before showing 
you what money I bave to ask you to show 
yours.” 

This staggered Mr. Starr, who gasped for a 
moment before replying. Iden, struck by the 
man’s originality, be fished. down into his 
pocket and drew out a huge roll of bills. ** Does 
that satisfy you?” he asked, laughing. Count 
them, answered the gypsy. He did so. There 
was just $94 in the roll. 

The roll was laid on a table and the Gypsr 
opeped his box and drew out a large canvas 
bag. It ciinked as be laid it beside the dus, 
and smiling, ite owner said: There is $700 
in silver. That beats your bills. Now piace 
your watceb chain, diamond vin, cuff buttons, 
and spare change on the table.“ 

Thoroughly interested and curious to see 
what would toliow, Mr. Starr complied. 

„ What value“ tersely inquired the gypsy. 

„Four hundred dollars.“ responded Mr. 
Starr. 

Down went the gypay’s hand into the box 
again and up came a larger bag with the clink 
of pure gold. The bag was opened and Mr. 
Starr’s eyes watered at the sight he bebeid. 

That bag contains $1,750 in Spanish coin,” 
remarked the gypsy, coolly, *‘and that beats 
your pe.“ 

The boarding officers were next asked to 
show their money and see if they could raise 
the gypsy out bf his little game. Fifty dollars, 
two watches, three rings, one of which was a 
large solitaire, and valuabies to the amount in 
all Of over $850, were placed aiongside of Mr. 
Starr’s money and jewels, 

„Ha, gentlemen, is wat all?” asked the 
gypsy, deprecatingly.

Genevieve Ward, Mme. Modjeska, Mra. D. 
P. Bowers, and Other Charming Matrons 
of the Stage—The Talent Born of Ex- 
perience an Offset te the Lack of 
Blooming Youth—Mme.

There is undoubtedly a popular impression 
that when women get old upon the stage their 
usefulness ceases in every branch of art ex-

New Yor, Nov. 12.—[Special Correspond 
ence.|—The title of “richest man“ in Amer- 
ica is not held continuously. An Astor, after 
losing it to a Vanderbilt, has now regained it. 

John Jacob Astor, the richest man in Amer- 
ica, is a devoted patron of Opera, and it was 
just after he bad limped into his box at the 


Metropolitan one evening this week that an 


artist caught sight of his face and succeeded 
in obtainmg what the millionaire ig ever 
careful to keep frow the public—a picture 
of bis features. The powerful landiord is 
tall and vigorous at over 60 years of age, 
and if he were a poor man or only mod- 
erately wealthy he would not have made 
himself unduly conspicuous by alimp. This 
defect in his gait is the result of possessing a 
carte blanche upon the good things of the 
worid, eminent among which are champagnes 
and ancient Burgundy. A liberal indulgence 
in the 1 vart- 
eties o ang¢drink 
has induced gout, and 
Mr. Astor bas just re- 
covered from a severe 
attack. In &ppearance 
be suggests the typical 
Englishman. His face 
is ruddy and full, and 
is embellished with long 
side whiskers of a red-

whiskers are not allowed to grow directly out 
from the cheeks, but by persistent brushing 
have been trained to hang down over the ool- 
lar somewhat in the Dundreary style. His eyes 
are asubdued gray. His figure i erect and 
stalwart, and his dress fashionable but plain. 

After his own notions Mr. Astor lives 
economically. He does not stint himself at 
the tabie, and he has two or three Boxes at the 
opera, but as be does not work eit#er for his 
living or the extending of bis estates he finds 
it advisable to waste not a penny on business 
juxuries. Me rarely rides when he can walk, 
and when he rides it is in a public stage if one 
is available rather than ia his Own or a bired 
eoupé. His telegrams are ** skeletonized,” and 
in other trivial ways he acts upon the penny- 
saved-penny-earned’’ theory. No one can tell 
the amount of his wealth today. He is very 
slightly interested in stock companies. The 
Western Union Telegraph, the Delaware, Lack- 
awanna & Western Railroad, the Chemical 
Bank, and a few other concerns igterest him. 


The overwhelming bulk of his prop 
erty is im real estate on Manhattan 
Island, or just across the Harlem in 


the annexed district. More than half of 
this in value is south of Chambers street, or in 
a district just a mile long on its longest diam- 
eter. In it is the Astor House, modestly esti- 
mated at $2,000,000, and numerous. blocks and 
buildings along Broadway and Wal) street. 
This part of nis property pays at least 10 per 
cent per annum and its value varies only 
slightly from year to year. It is trOm the vast 
tracts of land in the northern part of the city 
that the increase to his wealth comes. He is 
constantly putting aside what be can spare 
from bis rent receipts for the purpose of invest- 
ing in more land. It is said on good authority 
that a sum amounting to $6,000,000 in cash is 
kept on deposit in trust com to be ap- 
plied to new purchases whenever @ good bar- 
gain is secured, The condition of his property 
makes a favorit topie for the political econo- 
mists. Every child born in the city adds to his 
wealth. lt is the wmerease of popula- 
tion alone that makes Mr. Astor rich. 
As yet, however, the great iandiord 
bas not signified any i tion of 
“whacking up with the rep 
lic. Heis benefiting steadily by what Jobn 
Stuart Mill called the *‘ unearned increment of 
wealth,“ and bids fair to be before his death 
richer than any man who ever lived. 

When William H. Vanderbilt * alive he 
overtoppied John Jacob Astor, but the rail- 


road king’s death caused such @ subdivision 
ot the property that the landlord is left way 
ahead of any competitor. His brother Will- 
lam, a struggling real-estate speculator, 
worth about $60,000,000, does not tome 
as near to him as Gould, 
and in fact stands just ut even 
with Cornelius Vanderbilt. Willm handles 
his business on the same plan ad by his 


richer brother. Their offices are ther, and 
many peopie suppose that they wo most of 
the Astor property incommon. ‘The disparity 
in their fortunes was the result simply of in- 
heritance. Their father, who inherited the 
bulk of the o.d fur-trader’s (Jenn Jacob's) 
money, invested it in real estate and left two- 
thirds of it to his eldest son, the present John 
Jacob. A striking teature of his wealth is that 
most of it is uninsured. There is so much of 


it that the oocasionai total loss of _a hayse or 
two, or an entire block, amounts de lees than 
the premiums to be paid annuu upon the 
whole. 


Mr. Astor is qualified for the title Colonel. 
In the War of the Rebellion be served on Gen. 
McOlelian’s staff as aide-de-camp with the 
rank of Colonel. He was a volunteer and 
served with honor, His wife was a Mies Gibbs 
of Charleston, 8. C. They have one son—Will- 
jam Waldorf Astor—who has accomplished a 
little in politica, literature, and art. A safe 
estimate of John Jacob Astor’s wealth today 
is $150,000,000. When Peter Cooper was alive 
he estimated the property at $130,000,000, and 
the silent increase without the new invest- 
ments would bring the figures up to $150,000,- 
000 and over by this time. 


FAMOUS VEHICLES. 


The Odd Collection Made by a Randolph, 
N. V., Man. 

RANFDpotr rn. N. T., Nov. 4.— Probably the 
best-known man in Western New York—pos- 
sessed of the most peculiar mania—is George 
A. Sheidon of this place, who bas spent over 
$20,000 and the best energies of a lifetime in 
gathering odd and historicaily-noted vehicles, 
with a few rare pieces of household furniture, 
chief among which is the first piano ever 
brought into Cattaraugus County,the German- 
silver plate bearm the words: Charles J. 
Holden, first premium, 1841 and 1842, New 
York.” 

The most highly prized of all Mr. Sheldon’s 
queer eolliection of dismantied carriages is an 
old rockaway, whose birchen hubs are chec 
and rotted by the ravages of nearly a half 
eentury of contact with the elements. This 
vehicie derives its value from its intimate 
relation with the late Gov. Fenton, who, just 
before his death, in calling up the recollections 
of the past, told the writer the following in re- 
gard to the old carriage which we were view- 


ing: 

Tou have probably heard.“ said Mr. Fen- 
ton, that I made it a rule in politics to 
‘drive forty miles rather than write a letter.“ 
That idea came to me with that old carriage. 
Thirty-seven years ago this coming fall, de- 
tore I had been honored by the people of this 
district, I was awakened one night about 2 
o’clock by a rap at the door, and, on admitting 
my visitor, 1 found it to be no less a person 
than Gen. Lewis Cass, who was then the Dem- 
ocratic candidate for President.

I was then just 
entering politics, and it occurred to me that 
if the candidate for President could drive 
forty miles to do an errand that could be done 
by post it would not bea bad policy for me to 
pursue. The idea possessed me 80 strongly that 
I went to Dunkirk and purchased tne carriage, 
and in many of my subsequent campaigns it 
yw kept me company through many a lonely 

ve, 

“ You know,” continued the ex-Governor, 
im those days it was the popular thing to be 
a Democrat, but that year Martin Van Buren 
was running on a third ticket, and Gen. Cass 
was very anxious over the result; so much so, 
in fact, that be intimated to me that I could go 
to the Court of St. James in the event of my 
contributing to his success. The world knows

The First Fortnight Presages a Brilliant

New Tonk. Nov, 13.—[Special.}|—The prom-
